mons on  the  possibility  of  bringing  Ire- 
land within  the  purview  of  the  con- 
scription bill  have  given  this  matter 
•till  greater  Importance,  and  It  looks  as 
If  Ireland's  unfortunate  position  might

It  Is  understood  that  a  manifesto  to 
the  Irish  people  (r^s  been  agreed  upon, 
but  the  contents  oV  the  manifesto  have 
been  withheld  untltSrhursday,  so  as  to 
enable  Its  simultneous  publication 
throughout  Ireland.  I\  Various  rumors 
were  current  in  the  loddles  of  Parlia- 
ment tonMiht  concerning  negotiations' 
between  the  Government  and  the  Irish 
parties,  but  nothing  Is  likely  to  be  de- 
cided upon  by  the  latter  until  after 
Premier  •  Asqulth's  pronouncement  on 
the  Irish  situation,  which  Is  expected  to- 
morrow.

During  the  committee  stage  of  tU* 
Military  Service  BUI  In  the  House  to- 
day. Sir  John  Lonsdale,  whip  of  the 
Irish  Unionist  party,  moved  that  Ire- 
land should  be  Included  In  the  opera- 
tions of  compulsion. 

Premier  Asqutth,  replying,  said  the 
question  of  compulsion  was  not  a  mat- 
ter of  agreement  with  Ireland,  and  that 
If  the  motion  w^s  persisted  In  there 
would  be  a  protracted  discussion,  which 
would  prevent  the  measure  becoming 
law  lit  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Premier  said  that  •  large  num- 
ber oX  the  representatives  of  Ireland 
were  not  at  the  moment  prepared  to 
•dopt  compulsion  in  Ireland,  and  that  It 
•iraa  not  desirable  that  the  country 
should  be  plunged  Into  a  coAtroversy  at 
this .  time.  Ireland  had  Just  undergone 
a  tarrible,  ordeal,  but  the  reault  of  It, 
be  believed,  would  be  to  establish  the 
foundation  among  loyal  Irishmen  of  a 
larger  measure  of  agreement  than  there 
had  ever  been  in  the  past. 

The  Premier  asked  what  could  be 
worse  than  that  the  representatives  of 
Ireland  should  be  forced  into  a  con- 
flict at  this  time.  The  Qovernment,  he 
added,  was  reviewing  with  thex utmost 
care  tto  military  arrangements  in  Ire- 
land, and  the  matter  of  bearing  arms, 
and  he  hoped  a  common  agreement 
would  be  reached.  The  Lonsdale  mo- 
tion was  voted  down  without  division. 

Deprecating  the  exclusion  of  Ireland 
from  compulsion  under  the  Ifllltary 
Service  Bill,  Sir  Kdward  Carson  blamed 
the  Oovernment  for  falling  to  suppress 
the  anti-recruiting  campaign  in  Ireland, 
whlob,  he  believed,  had  largely  led  to 
the  r<oent  disastrous  events.

Mr.  John  Redmond,  the  Nationalist 
leader,  challenged  Sir  Kdward  Carson's 
assertion  that  In  the  recent  Oovern- 
ment of  Ireland  the  Nationalists  had  the 
power,  but  not  the  responsibility. 

"Certainly  since  the  coalition  Uovern- 
ment  was  instituted,"  said  Mr.  Red- 
mond, "I  had  no  power  in  the  Gov- 
ernment ot  Ireland.  My  opinions  have 
t>een  overthrown  and  my  suggestions  re- 
jected. It  Is  my  profound  conviction 
that  If  we  had  had  power  and  rcaponsi- 
billty  during  the  last  few  years  the  re- 
cent occurrences  In  Ireland  would  never 
have  arisen." 

Mr.  Redmond  proceeded  to  declare  it 
unfair  to  leav«  the  Impression  that  Ire- 
land had  not  done  well  In  recruiting. 
Hhe  had  more  than  150,000  men  now 
with  the  colors,  men  who  had  displayed 
bravery  and  covered  themselves  with 
•lory. 

Me  oppoaed  conscription  for  Ireland, 
because  he  believed  oompulalon  the 
worst  possible  way  to  get  men  In  Ire- 
land, and  after  recent  events  his  de- 
liberate opinion  was  that  it  would  be 
not  only  wrong,  but  well-nigh  Utaane  to 
attempt  to  enforce  conscription,  and 
there  would  bo  a  fearful  rtiaponslblllty 
in  the  face  of  deliberate  public  opinion 
If  Ulstormen  should  persist  fh  the 
claJIk  to  forco  oonoorlptlon  upon  Ire- 
land. 

Mr.  Rodmond  thought  Parliament,  not 
only  for  the  sake  of  Ireland,  but  for 
the  sake  of  the  kimplre,  should  not  pro- 
ceed with  thla  eours«k' 


he  declared.  In  pressing  an  Irish  ques- 
tioB  against  Mr.  Redmond's  opinion  as 
he  would  feel  against  pressing  a  South 
African  question  against  the  opinion  of 
Oeneral  Bottia. 

The  whole  future  of  Ireland."  he 
eontinued,  "deponds  upon  two  men.  Sir 
Kdward  Carson  and  Mr.  Redmond,  and 
there  Is  no  dllDouUy  they  cannot  stir- 
mount  If  they  act  together."

LONDON,  May  lO:— A  dispatch  from 
the  British  eyewitness  with  the  Mesopo- 
tamia forces  gives  a  description  of 
General  Townshend's  holding  against  the 
Turks  at  Kut-el-Amara  while  on  the 
verge  of  starvation.  The  men  subsisted 
during  the  last  fortnight  on  four  ounces 
of  flour  dally  and  a  ration  of  horse 
flesh.  One  of  Oeneral  Townshend's  last 
dispatches  before  the  capitulation  said: 

"Have  destroyed  the  guns  and  am  de- 
stroying the  munitions.  Officers  have 
gone  to  Khalll  Bay  to  say  that  we  are 
ready  to  surrender.  We  must  have  some 
food,  and  officers  have  gone  to  bring 
some  from  the  Turks." 

The  last  message  s«nt  from  General 
Townshend   says: 

"We  have  hoisted  the  while  flac  A 
Turkish  regiment  is  approaching." 

On  January  24  the  British  discovared 
haw  stores  hidden  in  (he  houses,  mostly 
under  ground.  Thay  were  Sufficient  for 
nearly  three  months  on  a  gradually  re- 
duced scale.  These  were  commandeered 
and  paid  for.  One  of  the  cliief  difficul- 
ties was  the  fact  that  the  civil  popula- 
tion remained  In  Kut-el-Amara.  The 
few  who  tried  to  leave  were  shot  by  the 
Turks,  who  made  it  clear  that  they 
would  execute  any  prisoners  who  tried 
to  escape.  Thus  the  garrison  was  bur- 
dened with  six  thousand  additional 
mouths   to  feed. 

An  official  annduncement  made  today 
says  the  total  number  of  sick  and 
wounded  evacuated  from  Kut-el-Amara 
has  reached  1,073,  and  that  a  hospital 
ship  started  May  8  to  bring  th«  last 
party  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Tigris 
corps. 

"On  May  7  one  of  our  machines  en- 
gaged an  enemy  aeroplane,"  the  state- 
ment says.  "Our  machine  was  forced 
to  descend,  owing  to  a  perforated  petrol 
tank.  It  succeeded  in  reaching  our  lines 
safely.  " 

NKW  YORK,  Msy  9.— A  cable  to  The 
New  York  Sun  from  London  says:  "The 
British  Foreign  Office  announced  today 
that  Sir  Edward  Orey  had  requested  the 
United  States  Ambassador  to  telegraph 
the  Embassy  at  Constantinople  to  ob- 
tain Information  concerning  the  present 
situation  and  circumstances  of  General 
Townshend's  surrendered  army,  and  also 
the  means  by  which  medical  stores  and 
other  requirements  may  bo  dispatched 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society." 

A  news  agency  dispatch  from  Amster- 
dam  says:  "General  Townshend,  com- 
mander of  the  British  forces  that  sur- 
rendered  to  the  Turks  at  Kut-el-Amara. 
and  four  generals  of  his  sUff.  have  ar- 
rived at  Baghdad,  according  to  Constan- 
tinople dispatches.  They  ar>  being 
shown  every  consideration  by  the 
Turks."

GRAND  FLEET  WILL 

GIVE  PROTECTION 


Submarines  Also  Increasing  in 
Number — Mr,  Balfour  Be- 
lieves Lowestoft  Raid  Was 
Made  for  Effect. 


LONDON,  May  ».— A.  J.  Balfour,  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  In  a  letter  anent 
the  German  raids  on  East  and  South 
Coaat  towns,  foreshadows  changes  in 
the  disposition  of  Great  Britain's  naval 
forces,  which  are  likely  to  prevent  In 
the  future  German  raiding  squadrons 
from  escaping  severe  punishment. 

Mr.  Balfour  says  that  the  net  results 
of  such  hasty  attacks  on  unfortified 
towns  are  "singularly  futile."  He  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that  the  Germans 
have  made  their  last  raid,  because  "hav- 
ing duped  the  Irish  rebels  to  their  de- 
struction "by^lKe  promise  oT^  serious 
attack  on  Great  Britain,  they  made  a 
show  of  fulfilling  their  engagements  by 
Immbardlng  Lowestoft  and  Yarmouth 
for  thirty  minutes."     He  adds: 

"With  the  progress  of  the  war,  our 
maritime  position  has  improved.  The 
submarine  portion  of  the  Grand  Fleet 
Is  now  available  in  growing  numbers 
for  coast  defence,  and — whloh  Is  even 
more  Important — the  increase  in  the 
strength  of  the  Grand  Fleet  itself  will 
enable  us  to  bring  Important  forces  to 
the  south  without  impairing  any  naval 
preponderance  elsewhere." 

It  would  be  Impolitic,  says  the  First 
Lord,  to  go  Into  details,  but  he  adds 
that  the  reasons  he  has  given  sufficiently 
Justify  his  conviction  "that  another 
raid  on  the  coast  of  Norfolk — never  a 
safe  operation — will  henceforth  be  far 
mora  perilous  to  the  aggressor  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past,  and,  if  our  enemy 
Is  wise,  is  therefore  less  likely."

WASHINGTON.  May  t.  —  Europe's 
foodstuffs  purchased  In  tha  United 
States,  as  shown  by  flgures  published 
today  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic Commerce,  have  fallen  off  sharply 
within  the  last  few  months  compared 
with  the  enormous  shipments  that 
crossed  the  Atlantic  In  the  first  year  of 
the  war. 

Foodstuffs  exports  in  the  nine  months 
ended  with  March  show  a  decline  in 
value  of  $68,000,000  from  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  the  year  before. 

Shipments  of  meat  and  meat  products 
Increased,  totalling  within  the  nine 
months  1180,000,000,  against  f  132,000,000 
the  year  before,  but  declining  breadstuff 
exports  reduced  tho  aggregate  food 
value  of  food  shipments  from  |95$,000,- 
000  to  1898,000,000. 


Finance  Minister's  Statement

OTTAWA,  May  9.— The  debat«  on  tho 
bl-lingual  Issue,  presented  In  a  motion 
made  by  Ernest  Lapolnte.  of  Kamour- 
aska,  waa  not  proceeded  with  In  the 
Commons  today.  When  the  resolution 
was  moved,  W.  E.  Knowles,  of  Moose 
Jaw,  Immediately  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  it  was  a  matter  which  could 
not  be  discussed  In  the  House. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  did  not  expresa  an 
opinion  as  to  this,  but  advised  the  with- 
drawal of  the  resolution  on  the  ground 
that   It    was   likely   to   do   harm.

That  the  people  of-  British  Columbia 
need  not  fear  they  will  be  called  upon 
to  meet  the  obligations  incurred  under 
their  guarantee  of  the  bonds' of  the 
Canadians-  Northern  Railway  Company 
was  the  assertion  of  Premier  Bowser 
yeaterday  when  Ms  attention  was 
directed  to  a  reported  statement  by 
Sir  Thomas  White,  Federal  Minister 
of  Finance,  that  the  governments  of 
Canada  and  Brtish  Columbia  would  be 
Jointly  responsible  for  the  payment  of 
84,600,000,  being  defaulted  Interest  for 
three  years,  the  payment  to  be  made 
during  the  year   beginning  July   1  next. 

In  his  speech  yesterday  In  the  House 
on  the  Shipping  Bill  the  Liberal 
Leader  referred  to  this  report  and  In 
support  of  his  claim  that  In  view  of 
the  present  and  prospective  llabllit/es 
which  the  Province  must  shouide^,  the 
bill  was  one  which  should  not  at  this 
time   be   passed. 

"I  have  always  be  Informed  by  Sir 
William  Mackenzie  that  the  Canadian 
Northern  could  take  care  of  the  fixed 
charges  In  connection  with  the  bonds 
we  have  guaranteed,"  said  the  Premier. 
"I  have  no  doubt  but  that  they  will 
arrange   to   do   so. 

"But  if  It  ahould  occur  that  In 
order  to  protect  the  credit  of  the  Pro- 
vince We  should  be  called  upon  to  meot 
the  interest  charges  we  would  first  ask 
the  Dominion  Government  to  pay. 
The  Dominion  has  subaequent  mort- 
gages to  the  amount  of  $80,000,000  on 
the  company's  whole  system. 

"If  the  Dominion  did  not  see  fit  to 
protect  its  Investment  In  that  way  we 
could  enter  into  possession  of  the 
British  Columba  section  under  our 
trust  deed,  and  this,  after  all.  Is  the 
most  Important  section,  as  it  connects 
the  rest  of  the  system  with  tidewater. 
Then  the  Dominion,  In  order  to  pro- 
tect its  own  Interest,  would  have  to  re- 
l>ay  us,  so  that  British  Columbia  Is 
absolutely    safe." 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
H.  C.  Brewster  as  to  whether  the  Pa- 
cific Great  Eastern  Railway  Company 
has  at  any  time  received  any  moneys 
from  the  Oovernment  other  than  those 
derived  from  their  guaranteed  securi- 
ties and  the  payment  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  $3 i«,o  18,000  on  Interest  ae- 
count,  and  If  so,  when  and  on  what 
conditions.

CAUCUS  IS  HELD 

TO  CONSIDER  ACTION 


Debate  Is  Postponed  Through 
Point  of  Order  Being  Raised 
—  Government  Supporters 
Expected    to   Stand    Firm. 


OTTAWA,  May  9. — OtUwa  has  a  real 
crisis.  The  crisis  this  time  is  In  the 
Liberal  party.  Before  it  is  over  it  Is 
very  likely  that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  will 
have    resigned    as    Liberal    leader. 

Bl-linguallsm  1«  the  Issue,  and  the 
crisis  which  has  so  suddenly  developed 
has  been  brought  about  entirely  by  the 
Liberal  leader  and  his  French  Canadian 
following. 

A  resolution  calling  for  Interference 
in  the  educational  affairs  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Krnest  Lapolnte.  of  Kamouraska,  this 
at  ternoon.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler,  who  all 
Tiia  pomicariire  h&a  been  recognized  as 
an  advocate  of  provincial  rights.  In  a 
speech  which,  although  it  said  little, 
impressed  the  House  by  its  extraordi- 
nary fervor  and  passion,  lined  himself 
up    with    the    bi-llngual    agitators. 

His  action  has  completely  split  tho 
Littoral  party.  A  caucus  of  the  West- 
ern Llberala  was  held  in  one  of  the 
Liberal  rooms  this  evening,  and  at  the 
cl6se  it  waa  stated  that  they  had  de- 
cided to  a  man  to  vote  against  the  La- 
potnte-Laurler  amendment.  With  the 
Western  Liberals,  who  have  been  large- 
ly the  driving  force  of  the  Opposition, 
taking  this  stand  so  definitely  against 
their  leader.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how 
he  can  continue  aa  the  head  of  tho 
party. 

It  la  stated  on  good  authority  that 
he  has  his  resignation  ready,  and  that 
ho  will  turn  it  In  to  a  party  caucus  aa 
soon  as  bl-lingualism  Is  out  of  the  way. 
or  at  the  outside  will  tender  his  resig- 
nctlon  shortly  after  the  close  of  the 
session.

If  the  resolution  comes  to  a  vote,  and 
this  Is  not  quite  clear  yet,  as  Speaker 
Sevlgny  postponed  his  decision  on  a 
point  of  order  rahied  by  Mr.  W.  E. 
Knowles,  of  Moose  Jaw,  the  Liberal 
party  will  be  shaken  to  its  v^y  found- 
ation. Provincial  rights  has  always 
t>ean  one  of  the  main  planks  upon 
watch  tholiiaaials  have  strongly  stood. 
t»y  this  resolution,  supported  bj  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler,  the  whdle  record  ot 
the  Liberal  leader  and  of  his  party  la 
completely  upset.  The  situation  at  the 
capital  in  political  circles  la  tense,  and 
no  one  can  predict  with  any  certainty 
What  will  .happen.  However,  the  general 
aantlment  is  that  Sir  Wilfrid  will  re- 
sign and  a  new  party  will  be  reorgan- 
ised.

Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster  Would 
Limit  Shipping  Bill  to  Lum- 
ber Trade — Proposes  Alter- 
native Scheme. 


Suggesting  that  a  great  deal  might  b« 
said  of  the  Bill  which  at  the  present 
time  might  better  be  left  unsaid,  Mr.  H. 
C.  Brewster,  in  speaking  on  the  motion 
for  the  second  reading  of  the  Act  re- 
specting shipping  and  to  make  provi- 
sion for  aid  to  the  shlp-bulldlng  Indus- 
try, was  willing  to  admit  the  Bill  was 
worthy  of  full  discussion,  as  It  Has  « 
far-reaching  effect.  It  dealt  with  a  tech- 
nical matter  and  Involved  a  serious 
financial  question.  He  would  deal  only 
with  the  broad  principle  of  the  measure, 
and  from  that  standpoint  he  conaideied 
the  subject-matter  wi^s  one  which  came 
atriotly  within  the  luriadletlon  of  th 
Federal  Government.  tJndor  the  B.N..\. 
Act  navigation  and  snipping  were  ex- 
clusively matters  Cor.  Jjba.  i>d«r»l.  O^Vt 
ernnient  to  deal  with,  'ft  would  t>e  use- 
lass  to  have  ships  uplesa  there  wac 
something  with  which  io  load  them,  and 
that  meant  trade,  a  piatter  wliloh  also 
was  of  Federal  jurisdiction,  In  that  It 
related  to  matters  of  trade  and  com- 
merce. In  this  manner  the  ProvlncUl 
Bin  had  been  Interlocked  with  Federal 
affairs.

Latest  Message  to  Germany 
From  Washington  Com- 
mends Itself  to  U.  S.  Press 
—Mr.  Lansing's  Statement. 


NKW  YORK.  May  ».— In  oditertally 
commenting  on  President  Wllson'a  re- 
ply to  the  Qerman  submarine  note,  un- 
der the  heading,  "There  Spoke  America," 
The  Times  thla  morning  aays: 

"The  people  of  the  United  Statea  hear 
their  own  voice  and  read  their  own 
thoughta  In  the  note  that  want  from 
Waahlngton  to  Berlin  yesterday.  It 
commanda  admiration  aa  the  Juat  and 
perfect  answer  to  Germany's  word,  that 
came  to  us  In  such  questionable  shape. 
It  Is  a  model  In  form,  in  tone.  In  brevity. 
No  commendation  of  It  would  bo  mis- 
applied, nor  could  any  pralao  surpass  lU 
merit 

"It  la  a  tremendously  im{>eratlve  note, 
but  not  appearing  so  to  any  clear  con- 
science." 

The  World  expresses  the  same  senti- 
ments. Interpreting  the  note  a«  show- 
ing that  It  la  "up  to  Germany  now." 

The  Herald  bellevaa:  "The  President 
la  perfectly  right." 

The  Preaa  aaya:  "With  an  inatan- 
taneoua  acorn  which  withers  the  maaa 
of  Prussian  snarl  and  sneers.  President 
Wilson  accepts  the  fact  of  the  an- 
nounced abandonment  of  the  submarine 
atrocitlea  as  the  single  thing  at  laaue. 
He  accepta  It  aa  a  thing  not  susceptible 
of  change  later  to  auit  any  new  policy 
or  to  nt  any  opportune  casuistry." 

The  Washington  Post  believes  the 
note  expresses  the  essence  of  good  sense 
and  good  law.  The  note  meets  the  ap- 
proval of  The  Baltimore  Sun,  The  Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer  and  The  Boston  Her- 
ald, with  reservations  as  to  possible 
developments,  while  The  Providence 
Journal  aays: 

'Our  new  note  to  Germany  Is  a  dlp- 


lomatlc  treading  on  eggshells.  It  takes 
many  things  for  granted  and  displays 
unexampled  faith  or  credulity  In  pro- 
feaalng  to  believe  once  more  that  Ger- 
many   meana   what  abe   says." 

Treaty  With  Britain 
WASHINGTON,  May  9. — Secretary 
Lansing  Issued  a  statement  last  night, 
saying  that  the  greater  part  of  Ger- 
many's answer  to  the  demands  of  the 
United  States  was  devoted  to  matters 
which  the  United  States  Government 
could  not  discuss  with  the  Berlin  Gov- 
ernment, but  he  considered  Germany 
had  "yielded  to  our  representations,"  and 
that  "we  can  have  no  reason  to  quar- 
rel with  her"  mo  long  as  the  altered 
policy   Is  lived  up  to. 

"While  our  differences  with  Great 
Britain  cannot  form  a  subject  of  dis- 
cussion with  Germany,"  he  said,  "It 
should  be  stated  that  In  our  dealings 
with  the  British  Government  we  are 
acting,  as  we  are  unquestionably  bound 
to  act,  In  view  of  the  explicit  treaty  en- 
gagements with  that  Government  \tt 
have  treaty  obligations  as  to  the  man- 
ner In  which  matters  In  dispute  between 
the  two  Governments  are  to  be  handled. 
We  offered  to  assume  mutually  similar 
obligations  with  Germany,  but  the  offer 
was  declined.  When,  however,  the  sub- 
ject in  dispute  Is  continuing  menace  to 
American  lives.  It  la  doubtful  whether 
such  obllgationa  apply  unless  the  men- 
ace Is  removed  during  the  pendency  of 
the  proceedings." 

The  treaty  with  the  British  Govern- 
ment referred  to  Is  the  convention  ne- 
gotiated by  former  Secretary  of  State 
Bryan,  under  which  the  two  nations 
agree  that  any  dispute  arising  shall  be 
submitted  to  an  investigating  commis- 
sion for  one  year  before  entering  Into 
hostilities.  An  offer  to  enter  Into  such 
a  treaty  with  Germany  firought  a  re- 
quest for  Information,  but  formal  nego- 
tiations were  never  Instituted.

Mr.  Patterson,  of  Interna- 
tional Fuse  Co.,  Gives  Evi- 
dence Before  Commission — 
Shell   Committee's  Efforts. 


OTTAWA,  May  ».— When  the  Mere- 
dith-Duff commission  resumed  yester- 
day afternoon.  Dr.  Harris,  of  the  In- 
ternational Fuse  Ca,  and  Mr.  Patterson 
were  present  Mr.  Uellmuth  road  a  let- 
ter from  E.  R.  Ryckman,  of  Toronto, 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Lloyd  Harris,  of 
the  Russell  Co.,  had  been  summoned  to 
England  on  Important  busineas  and 
would  sail  from  New  York  on  Thurs- 
day, the  11th..  and  that  he  could  not  be 
here  at  a  date  later  than  tomorrow. 
He  had  no  desire  to  avoid  giving  evi- 
dence. Mr.  Uellmuth  atatod  that  he 
had  wired  requesting  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Harris  tomorrow  morning. 

Rufus  L.  Pateraon.  of  the  Interna- 
tional Puae  Co..  for  !•  yeare  manager  of 
the  machinery  departmeut  of  the  Amer- 
ican Tobacco  Co..  waa  the  firat  witness 
called. 

He  stated  that  ho  was  president  of 
the  American  Machine  and  Foundry 
Company  He  had  met  Dr.  J.  A.  Harris, 
now  head  of  the  International  Fuse  Co.. 
In  November  of  1914.  and  was  asked 
by  him  whether  the  (^nadlan  branch 
of  the  American  Machine  *  Foundry 
Company  could  undertake  the  manu- 
facture of  component  parts  of  shelia 
Ue  told  Dr.  Harris  that  they  had  no 
Canadian  branch.  X>ater.  In  March.  Dr. 
Harris  again  approached  him  and  ask- 
ed him  If  the  company  In  the  United 
States  would  undertake  the  work.  He 
had  considered  the  matter. 

Partnanhlv  Paopoaala 

Then  Dr.  Harris  asked  him  if  he 
would  care  to  come  In  financially  with 
him.  He  anawered  that  he  would  see 
a  friend  wbo^  was  a  Brltlah  subject 
He  saw  blm,  but  did  not  aucceed  In 
bringing  htm  In;  In  fact  this  man  had 
endeavoured  to  discourage  him  from 
going  In.  Then  he  secured  the  co-oper- 
ation of  a  legal  representative  of  the 
American  Tobacco  Co.,  and  they  had 
gone  In  together — Harris,  Patterson 
and  the  unnamed  man.  Dr.  Harria  waa 
then  connected  with  the-  Manufactur- 
ing   *    Contracting    Co.,    of     Toronto. 

On  April  2<  they  had  a  meeting  with 
representatives  of  the  shell  committee 
and  made  proposals  as  to  the  manufac- 
ture of  time  fuses.  The  committee  had 
dealred  to  secure  them  at  the  least  pos- 
sible price  In  the  shortest  possible 
time.  The  company  bid  at  |4.50  and 
the  committee  tried  for  a  reduction, 
but  experts  advised  against  it,  so  the 
price  was  not  reduced. 

At  that  time  they  had  an  option  on 
materials  and  an  arrangement  with  the 
Dupont  Powder  people  for  loading. 
They  had  two  experts — Mr.  Cusbing 
and  Captain  Torney. 

The  Dupont  Company  referred  them 
to  the  Artillery  Fuse  Company,  of 
Wilmington,  Del.,  but  after  looking 
over  the  plant,  they  found  It  abaolu- 
tely  Inadequate  and  antiquated..  Mr 
Fenn,  the  manager,  stated  that  the 
price  for  loading  would  be  9S.I0  a  fusa 
This  company  had  now.  however,  a  very 
goo<\  plant    , 

AfraU  of  ftoalac 

On  the  way  back  they  had  discussed 
the  matter  and  hoped  that  the  shell 
committee  would  not  accept  their  offer, 
as  t2.IO  a  fuse  seemed  very  high  for 
merely  loading  and  assembling.  They 
later  met  Col.  Carnegie  again  and  he 
was  disappointed.  He  declared  the  en- 
tire scheme  was  the  loading  and  that 
those  who  desired  contracts  would 
have  to  fully  demonstrate  their  ability 
to  load. 

Negotiations  continued  for  some  time 
after,  and  Col.  BImie,  a  British  ord- 
nance officer,  was  enlisted  for  the 
assistance  of  the  company  aa  expert 
adviser.  Major  Hawklna,  an  American 
expert,  was  also  secured. 

On  May  19,  Mr.  Patterson  and  Col. 
Blrnle  came  to  OtUwa  and  Informed 
the  shell  committee  that  they  had  op- 
tions on  machinery  and  supplies,  and 
urged  that  they  be  given  some  definite 
promise  of  an  order  as  soon  as  possible. 
He  bad  heard  later  that  they  had  com- 
petitors, but  had  no  connection  or  re- 
lation at  any  time  with  the  American 
Ammunition   Company. 

They  did  not  secure  any  promise  on 
that  occasion,  though  they  had  urged 
that  they  be  told  one  way  or  another 
what  the  committee  intended  to  do.  If 
they  did  not  get  an  order,  they  Inten- 
ded applying  directly  to  the  British 
Government 

On  May  31,  they  were  offered  an  or- 
der  for  2,S00,00O  time  fuses  at  a  mlnl- 
m«m  of  .14.21  each,  but  on  advise  from 
Col.  Blrnle  had  declined  to  bring  the 
first  offer  o;  94.tO  down.  They  did 
then  close  their  option  on  the  machin- 
ery and  materials. 

On  June  19,  however,  the  contract  for 
2.600.000  time  fuses  was  cloaod  at  94.10 
each,  delivery  to  start  in  Ave  months, 
in  Pear  of  Agltataaa 

Witness  declined  to  give  the  names 
of  sub-contractors  engaged  In  making 
component  parts  because  of  "danger  of 
agttatora" 

"What  danger  do  you  refer  toT' 
asked  Mr.  Hellmuth. 

"I  don't  believe  you  la  (^nada."  said 
the  witness,  "fully  appreciate  the  panic 
we  In  the  SUtes  feel  with  regard  to  the 
war  munitions  business.  Every  am- 
ployee  in  our  plant  has  bad  his  or  her 
history  carefully  Inveetlgated  by  the 
secret  service,  and  heavy  guards  are 
necessary.' 

Witness  was  aakod  what  was  done 
with  the  first  advance  af  If  per  cant 
or  tl.MO.MO.  which  was  made  by  the 
shell  committee  when  the  contract  waa 
entered  into  and  during  the  first  four 
months.

The  Hat  of  witneaaea  will  Include  al- 
dermen,  a  brewery  proprietor,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  ataff  of  the  liquor  depart- 
ment of  the  Uudaon'a  Bay  Company,  a 
former  police  comroiasloner,  who  la 
BtlU  Iteeplnff  hia  eye  ut>on  the  force, 
police  ofllclala,  poaalble  Liberal  candi- 
dates, if  another  convention  be  not 
called  before  the  next  electiona,  and 
others  who  may  come  under  the  de- 
signation of  etc..  etc.  Teaterday 
Magistrate  Jay,  Police  Court  Pro- 
secutor Harrison,  Police  Court  Clerk 
Qardiner,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  R.  Moore,  the 
latter  returning  oOcer  on  election  day, 
gave  evidence.  The  hearing  waa  ad- 
journed  until   tomorrow   morning. 

At  the  morning  session,  after  Police 
Court  Clerk  Peter  Gardiner  had  pro- 
duced copies  o(  the  Information 
against  McBride,  Slavin  and  Copping, 
Police  Magistrate  George  Jay  testi- 
fied that  he  had  been  police  raaslBtriLte 
for  the  past  nine  years.  The  In- 
formations had  been  laid  under  the 
Provincial  Klectlona  Act  on  March  4 
by  Licence  Inspector  A.M.  Oregg.  The 
charge  waa  that  the  defendants  sup- 
plied parties  unknown  with  liquor  on 
March  4,  election  day.  The  Informa- 
tions flrst  came  to  his  notice  about  2 
p.  m.  on  that  date.  They  were  sworn 
before  him  by  Gregg.  At  the  request 
of  the  detective  department  he  had 
drawn  them  up  himself  and  warrants 
were  also  Issued  immediately  and 
placed  In  the  hands  of  the  detectives 
for  execution.  The  arrests  were  made 
that  same  day  and  on  the  following 
Monday  McBride  and  Slavin  ivppeared 
before  him  in  the  police  court.

Mr.  Macdonald — ^Did  you  have  any 
conversation  with  anyone  before  these 
complaints    came    before    you? 

No.  I  may  have  seen  some  of  the 
police,  but  I  have  no  recollection  of  It. 

Who  is  the  city  prosecutor? 

Mr.    Harrison. 

Did  he  have  any  conversation  with 
you?' 

No.  except  that  I  prepared  the  in- 
formations on  Saturday,  afternoon. 
The  detective  department  called  me  and 
told  me  they  had  information  about 
liquor  being  disposed  of  and  they  were 
not  sure  whether  they  should  lay 
charges  under  the  Liquor  Act,  which 
deals  with  liquor  sold  without  a 
licence.  I  looked  up  the  matter  and 
decided  the  charges  should  be  laid 
under  the  Elections  Act  under  which  a 
cliarge  of  supplying  liquor  could  be 
laid.  At  that  time  Mr.  Harrison  came 
Into  the  ofllce.  I  did  not  see  him  again 
until  Monday,  the  6th.  On  Monday 
morning  both  defendants  appeared  In 
court  and  were  represented  by  Mr. 
Brandon:  they  pleaded  not  guilty  and 
a  lemand  was  granted  until  Tuesday. 
I  am  not  sure  whether  the  request  was 
made  by  the  prosecution  or  the  de- 
fence. 

Did  you  have  any  conversation  with 
Mr.  Harrison  between  the  tth  and 
7th? 

I  cannot  remember,  but  to  the  beat 
of  my  recollection  I  did  not.

He  saw  Slavin 
at  the  door,  apparently  looking  out  for 
anyone  not  in  uniform.  On  the  7th  be- 
fore witness  went  Into  the  court  Major 
Meredith  Jones,  senior  major  of  the 
•  7  th  BatUllon.  came  to  hla  ofltee. 

Anyone  with  him? 

Not  to  my  room,  but  there  were  two 
or  three  soldiers  apparently  with  him, 
but  they  were  outside.  He  told  me  he 
was  acting  under  the  inetructions  of 
Lieut.-Col.  Rosa  who,  again,  waa  acting 
under  Instructions  from  Colonel  OgllTle, 
the  D.O.C.  He  sUted  he  waa  Instructed 
to  say  that  the  mlliury  authorities 
thought  It  would  be  better  If  the  matter 
were  handed  over  to  them,  as  they  de- 
sired  to  dierlpline  not  only  the  two  de- 
fendants, but  also  other  soldiers  who 
had  been  in  the  place  on  election  day. 
because,  having  Investigated  the  mat- 
ter, they  had  concluded  that  the  two 
arrested  were  no  more  guilty  than  the 
others  who  were  there. 

What  Information  did  Major  Mere- 
dith Jones  have?

That  ^jp^oS^^'^case 
of  a  serious   offence. 

At  the  evening  session  Mr.  C.  !>.  Har- 
rison, city  prosecutor,  testlfled  that  the 
Informations  were  laid  against  Slavin 
and  McBride  by  Licence  Inspector 
Gregg.  E^arly  on  the  afternoon  of  elec- 
tion day  he  had  received  a  telephone 
message  from  the  detective  office  and 
he  went  there.  Magistrate  Jay  was 
drawing  up  the  Informations.

NKW  YORK.  May  ».— Herbert  Hoover* 
chairman  of  the  Commission  for  Re- 
lief In  Belgium.  In  a  report  made  pub- 
lic In  New  York,  states  that  auffering 
Is  very  acute  in  the  captured  portiona 
of  Northern  France,*  beeause  of  food 
ahoruge.  and  appeals  for    more    funds. 

Mr.  Hoover  recently  Investigated  con- 
ditions In  Lille,  Valenciennes  and  Rou- 
baix,  a  territory  comprising  I.Xe.OOO 
people.  He  found  the  meat  shops  clos- 
ed, the  dealers  selling  dog  meat  and  the 
soup  shops  unable  to  operate  because 
of  the  shortage. 

In  Lille,  Mr.  Hoover  aald,  the  death 
rate  had  doubled  In  the  Iaat  month,  and 
ahowed  no  signs  of  decreaalng.  Prices 
for  foods  had  become  prohibitive  be 
aald. 

Mr.  Hoover  declared  that  the  com- 
mission waa  doing  Its  utmost  to  alio- 
vlate  conditions,  but  they  were  handi- 
capped because  of  the  lack  of  fonda  and 
napplies. 
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Ur.  BrcwaUr,  leader  of  the  Oppoal- 
Uon,  waa  auraly  In  a  i>«»alnil»tlc  frame 
of  mind  when  he  addreaaed  the  Houae 
yeaterday  on  the  Bhlpbulldtng  meaaurc, 
and  yet,  when  we  conalder  the  alterna- 
tive ausceatlon  made  by  him,  the  Im- 
preaalon  Uft  on  the  mind  la  that  hie 
peaalmlam  haa  lU  orlfln  rather  In  the 
fact  that  the  conatructlve  policy  of  the 
Oovemment  apella  defeat  for  the  OttpoA- 
Uon  than  In  a  belief  that  the  whole 
coantry  la  In  a  bad  way.  •  He  baaed  hla 
flrat  objection  to  the  BUI  upon  the  cUlra 
that  the  Province  waa  ateppln*  ouUlde 
of  Ita  Jurladlctlon  and  that  the  aubject 
ia  ©ne  for  Federal  leclaUtlon  only.  Upon 
thia  point  we  think  he  haa  been  very 
badly  advlaed.  There  la  nothing  In  the 
Brttleh  North  America  Act  to  prevent 
the  LeilBlature  from  aaalatlnK  ahlp- 
buUdlnc  in  the  way  propoaed.  and  Mr. 
Brawater  cannot  really  think  there  la,  or 
he  would  not  have  advanced  hla  alter- 
native  propoaal.  By  that  propoaltlon 
ttm  alao  anawerad  _hl«  contention  that 
the  Province  la  not  ttnanclally  In  a  poal- 
tlOB  to  aaaume  the  propoaed  liability. 
Thla  propoalUon  waa  only  a  variation  of 
the  Oovemment  BUI.  and  by  no  means 
«n  Improvement  upon  It. 

But  Uieaa  poInU  did  not  go  to  the 
mertts  of  the  caae  for  aaalatlng  ahlp- 
bulMtaV  m  thla  Province,  and  Mr.  Brew- 
ster, realUins  thla,  atucked  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  meaaure  by  clalmlns  It  to 
be  unneceaaary.  He  denied  that  there 
ia  any  ahorta«e  of  tonnage.  There  la 
really  no  excuae  for  him  to  be  ao  111- 
informad  on  thla  point  aa  thU  poaltlon 
ahowa  bim  to  be.  The  matter  of  frelffhta 
haa  been  under  InveatlgaUon  by  all  the 
Coaat  Boarda  of  Trade  aa  weU  as  other 
buatnaaii  organiaaUona.  Bvldenea  haa 
been  aecured  from  all  poaalble  aourcea, 
and  it  haa  been  esUbllahed  that  auch  a 
ahorUga  eaiata.  If  it  doea  not.  It  would 
ba  iatareatlng  4o  le»r|i  fram  Mr,  Brew- 
ater  why  the  buUdlng  of  lumber  carrlera 
haa  been  begun  In  the  SUte  of  Waahlng- 
ton  on  ao  Urge  a  ecale,  eapeclally  In 
li-  view  of  the  fact  that  American  ahlppeia 

if  luva  already  the  advanUge  of  the  long- 

eatabliahed  and  powerful  ahlp-brokerlng 
housea  located  in  San  Franolaco.  He 
aaaured  the  Houae  that  Sir  Richard  Mo- 
Bride  could  g«t  the  Admiralty  to  pro- 
vide tonnage  for  all  the  lumber  the 
Brltlah  Government  may  require.  Paaa* 
ing  by  thla  unexpected  compliment  to 
the  former  Premier,  we  may  mention 
that  it  la  a  matter  of  general  knowledge 
th«t  the  Admiralty  la  having  all  It  can 
do  to  meet  the  domanda  of  the  Oovem- 
ment f«r  tonnage  and  other  purpoae*. 
But.  in  any  event.  It  la  not  to  aalea  to 
the  Brltlah  Oovemment  alone  that  the 
Province  looka  for  the  expanalon,  of  ita 
lumber  trade,  but  to  the  demanda  of 
markets  In  other  parte  of  the  world,  and 
auraly  Mr.  Brewater  will  not  contend 
that  the  AdmU-alty  will  aupply  tonnage 
to  carry  lumber  to  Auatralla.  South 
Africa,  or  the  many  other  plaoea  where 
It  can  be  proflUbly  aold. 
'  Mr.  Brewater  would  have  ua  belle>-e 
that  there  will  be  an  abundance  of  ahlp- 
ping  avaiUble  after  the  war.  That  on 
thla  point  he  takea  a  poaltlon  contrary 
to  that  asaumed  by  the  great  majority 
Of  tboa*  paraona  who  can  epealt  with 
aoae  authority  ought  not  to  Influence 
hla,  if  he  ia  aatlafled  in  hla  own  mind 
that  they  ara  wronc  and  ho  la  right,  but 
he  may  And  It  dlfRouIt  to  make  hla  views 
aquare  with  thoae  of  his  Liberal  friends 
at  Ottawa,  who  have  made  a  direotiy 
pppoalta  eontention.  It  can  hardly  ba 
that  we  are  to  look  for  an  explanation 
of  thla  in  the  hypothesla  that  when  a 
CahaervaUva  Oovemment  at  Ottawa

The  only  news  from  the  war  theatres 
yesterday  ralaud  to  the  operaUona 
In  the  Verdun  region.  The  Germans  are 
making  their  fourth  attempt  to  capture 
that  city,  but  according  to  tha  dis- 
patches, are  meeting  with  no  greater 
success  than  followed  their  previoua 
efforts,  while  their  losses  ara  exceed- 
ingly severe.  It  is  aald  that  in  order 
to  make  their  efforta  at  Verdun  more 
•ffectlve,  the  Germans  have  weakened 
their  lines  at  all  other  points.  Ths  in- 
ference from  this  seema  to  be  that  the 
Kaiser  baa  ataked  everything  upon  tula 
phase  of  theae  operaUona.  He  appar- 
ently wlahea  to  gain  a  conaplououa  suc- 
cess In  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  in- 
augurate i^eaca  negotiations  without  too 
great  a  loaa  of  presUge.  He  does  not 
hope  to  break  through  to  Paris.  It  wUl 
be  eufflelent  for  his  purpose  If  he  can 
take  Verdun.  The  fact  that  the  French 
aay  that  retirement  from  Verdun  would 
be  In  reality  a  atrengthenlng  of  their 
position  will  not  reach  German  eara, 
which  wUl  only  hear  the  Kalaer'a  song 
of  triumph.  But  that  aong  la  lUiely  to 
remain  unsung.  There  will  be  a  fall  at 
Verdun,  but  It  will  not  be  of  that 
city,  but  of  the  prestige  of  the  Kaljor 
and  tha  whola  German  miUtary  wtab- 
llshmeaL

The  Winnipeg  Tribune  would  like  to 
know  why  It  is  that  men  who  are 
proved  guilty  of  fraudulent  practices 
In  high  places  are  not  punished  in 
Canada  as  they  deserve.  Premising  that 
many  people,  who  are  accused  of 
such  practices  are  really  not  guilty  of 
anything  wrong,  the  fact  remains  that 
in  some  Instances  where  the  wrong  has 
been  brought  home  to  men  they  have 
not  only  escaped  punishment,  but  the 
members  pt  their  political  parUes  have 
hastened  to  express  confldenee  in 
them.  Of  course,  this  Is  very  wrong: 
it  Is  harmful  to  the  state,  and  what 
some  people  will  regard  as  even  of 
greater  importance,  it  la  Injurious  to 
the  party.  But  tha  anawer  to  The 
Trlbune'a  quoatlon  la  that  too  many  of 
the  people  do  not  want  such  wrong- 
doera  punlahed.  They  dlatlngulah  be- 
tween bualneaa  /  dlahoneaty  and  poli- 
tical dlahoneaty.'  It  la  an  old  aaying 
that  "All'a  fair  'in  love  and  war,"  and 
not  a  few  peopEe  would  add  "In  poll- 
tlca."  At  a  certain  election  held  In  an 
Eastern  constituency  a  good  many 
years  ago  the  successful  candidate,  ad- 
dressing the  electors  on  DeclaraUoa 
Day,  as  was  then  th*  custom,  said: 
"Gentlemen   electors   of  the  County   of 

,  I've  bought  you,  and  by  — —  I'll 

sell  you  If  I  want  to."  This  waa  a 
case  of  "In  vino  Veritas."  but  there  ^aa 
sufficient  truth  in  it  to  Justify  a  aober 
man  in  saying  It.  The  way  to  get 
clean  government  Is  to  get  the  con- 
stituencies clean.  A  stream  can  rtse 
no  higher  than  Ita  source.  We  know 
It  Is  said  that  a  party  cannot  be  kept 
together  without  organisation;  that  or- 
ganisation coats'  money,  and  that  men 
who  have  business  with  governments 
can  reasonably  be  expected  to  con- 
tribute some  at  least  of  the  money 
needed.  Party  orghnlxatlon  Is  valu- 
able, but  It  Is  dear  at  such  a  price  aa 
Involves  graft.  Polltloal  wrong- 
doers will  get  their  deserts  when  the 
people  insist  on  it  and  not  before.

The  conference  held  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  rooms  yesterday  morning  In  re- 
gard to  Inter-urban  fares  on  the  B.C. 
Electric  RaUway's  Saanlch  line  was 
very  interesting,  and  we  think  Is  likely 
to  prove  very  usefuL  It  was  due  to 
action  taken  by  one  of  the  Women's 
Instltutee,  which  was  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Council  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  that  body  Invited  Mr. 
Coward,  of  the  B.C.  Electric,  to  meet 
Its  own  members  and  representatives  of 
other  organisations.  The  discussion 
was  full,  frank  and  In  good  temper. 
The  only  thing  expected  of  Mr.  Goward 
waa  that  he  would  give  the  represenU- 
tlons  made  his  best  consideration  and 
bring  them  under  the  attention  of  the 
general  management  of  the  company. 
In  order  that  he  may  do  so.  a  full 
aUtement  of  the  caae  from  the  public 
point  of  view  la  to  be  placed  In  Ma 
handa. 

In  conaldering  queatlona  of  thla  na- 
ture It  muat  alwaya  be  remembered 
that  there  are  two  aldea  to  a  caae,  the 
aide  of  the  public  and  the  aide  of  the 
Investors.  In  the  final  analysis  the 
Interests  of  both  are  the  same,  namely, 
the  development  of  the  community,  for 
this  Implies  better  service  and  greater 
certainty  of  profit,  but  in  the  pracMcal 
working  out  of  plans  to  accompllah  this 
there  is  alnjost  certain  to  be  wide  dif- 
ference of  opinion.  Therefore  the  ques- 
tion has  to  be  examined  from  two 
angles.  Tha  immediate  advantage  of 
yesterday's  conference  is  that  It  has 
enabled  a  full  and  strong  sutement  of 
the  case  from  the  aide  of  the  public 
to  be  placed  before  the  company.  It 
was  a  demonstration  of  the  value  of 
united  action,  and  we  venture  to  hope 
that  the  company  will  be  able  to  See 
its  way  clear  to  meet  tho  wishes  of 
ths  public.  If  not  In  full  and  all  at 
once,  at  least  by  degrees. 

As  a  general  rule  In  transportation 
It  may  be  said  thi^t  reduced  fares  lead 
to  increased  travel,  so  that  the  revenue 
from  the  amaller  charge  is  greater  than 
what  It  was  from  the  larger;  but  this 
rule  Is  not  an  Invariable  one  unless  Us 
operations  extend  over  a  long  period. 
In  communities  where  the  population  Is 
dense  the  stimulating  effect  of  lower 
rates  Is  felt  Immediately.  In  sparsely 
setUed  loeallUes  the  transportation 
companies  must  be  content  to  wait  for 
increased  revenue  until  the  lower  rates 
have  sufTlclenUy  promoted  settlement 
along  their  lines.

But  any  Mlf-hearted  attempt  by  the 
Dominion  Parltkment  to  ahelve  the  re- 
aponalblllty.  by  delegating-  all  or  part 
of  Ita  authority  to  Provtaclal  Leglsla- 
tarea,  wUl,  when  tM  legality  of  aueh 
ProhlbiUon  legialatloa  ia  finally  taated 
at  the  foot  of  the  Throne,  meet  with 
but  short  shrift  from  the  Judicial  com- 
mittee of  the   Privy  Council.

SnoMsa  U  rawardins  the  afforta  of 
th*  man  who  have  undartakan  to  ralaa 
a  battalion  for  ovaraaaa  sarvlca  among 
tha  Scandinavian  paopla  In  Weatarn 
Canada,  aooordinc  to  a  latter  received 
In  Vanoouvar.  Wtalla  tha  sreater  por- 
tion of  tha  larre  number  of  recruit* 
Jolnlnv  Lleut.-Col.  Albretchen'a  bat- 
tallon  are  from  the  prtirla  provinces, 
more  eapaolally  in  Manitoba,  all  parts 
of  Canada  are  now  well  represented  In 
the  unit.  When  the  order  was  ttrat  sent 
out  from  Ottawa  for  the  raising  of  the 
battalion,  a  large  number  of  Scandin- 
avians, eager  to  Join,  immediately  left 
their  homes  in  different  parts  of  the 
West  and  hastened  to  Wlnnlt>ag,  tha 
baadquarMrs  of  the  unit.  In  these  early 
arrivals  were  many.  It  is  stated,  from  as 
far  west  as  Vancouver  and  Prince 
Rupert,  and  as  far  East  as  Mentreal. 

One  of  the  most  recent  arrivals  at 
the  battalion  headquarters,  the  letter 
states,  is  LArs  Johnson,  trapper,  pros- 
paotor  and  voyageur,  from  the  shadow 
of  tha  Arctic  Circle,  and  the  story  of 
bis  trip  from  the  wilds  of  LAke  Etawny 
to  L.a  Pas,  the  point  In  Northern  Mani- 
toba, where  he  took  the  train  for  the 
prairie  capital,  reads  like  a  chapter 
from  a  novel  written  around  the  adven- 
tures 9t  the  first  settlers  on  tha 
pr«lriaa. 

Had  it  not  bean  for  the  fact  that 
Jonasson  had  run  short  of  flour  and  tea, 
he  would  in  all  probability  still  bs  In 
ignorance  that  there  waa  avan  a  war 
or  that  hia  fellowoountrymen  had  been 
given  authority  to  raise  a  battalion.  It 
waa  while  on  a  trip  to  the  nearest  trad- 
ing post  that  he  learned  of  the  war 
and  also  that  Serirt.  S.  B.  Sigurdson  of 
the  SSIrd  Scandinavian  BatUllon  was 
then  In  the  north  country  looking  for 
raoruits.  He  at  once  set  out  on  the 
long  trip  to  the  south  with  his  dog 
team,  but  It  was  only  after  spending 
three  weeks  on  the  trail  that  he  reach- 
ad  L«  Pas  riding  an  Indian  pony  he 
had  secured  In  a  trade  for  his  dog  team. 
At  Le  Pas  he  met  an  old  acquaintance, 
Mr.  Alfred  O.  Fonseca,  who  was  re- 
cruiting a  detachment  of  Scandinavians 
for  tb«  battalion,  and  he  at  once  signed 
on  nd  left  immediately  for  Winnipeg.

Authorities  Propose  Giving 
More  Attention  in  Instruc- 
tion to  Field  Telegraph  and 
Telephone. 


At  Ust  the  field  telegraph  an4 
phone  are  receiving  attention. 
are  being  given  the  place  they  deserve 
In  the  transmission  of  Informaton  and 
intelligence  among  troops  sngaged  la 
active  service.  Old  methods  aro 
rapidly  sinking  Into  the  obsurlty  they 
deserve  and  the  newer  methods  aro 
forcing  themselves  on  the  minds  of  in^ 
telllgent  officers,  and  are  being  in- 
corporated In  the  curriculum  and 
syllabus  of  teaching  particularly  In 
the  school  of  signalling. 

For  years  the  limit  of  instruction 
waa  the  use  of  sentaphore,  single  flag 
Morse,  heliograph  and  night  lamp. 
There  waa  always  a  promise  of  "ad- 
vanced work,"  but  It  never  appeared. 
MiliUry  authorities  have  contended  for 
the  adoption  by  the  signal  corps  of  tho 
field  telegraph  and  'telephone  and  tho 
v/ireless  as  the  chief  means  of  com- 
munication between  fopces  on  -a^tlv^ 
■iSVv^ce  with  all  other -means  mere(^»«ui 
Incidental.  As  soon  as  the  Oermans 
started  trench  warfare,  it  was  main- 
tained that  visusl  signalling  would 
occupy  a  very  limited  field  of  useful- 
ness, and  history  has  supported  the 
position  of  this  paper. 

In  the  U.S.A  all  means  of  receiving 
and  transmitting  Intelligence  are  in  tha 
hands  of  the  signal  corps,  and  not 
divided  between  the  signallers  and  the 
engineers.  It  now  looks  as  though 
this  was  coming  to  pass  In  Canada. 
The  telephone  and  telegraph  and  even 
wireless  are  being  given  the  place  they 
are  entitled  to  in  signalling  school 
work.  The  Japanese  at  the  siege  of 
Port  Arthur  set  the  pace  for  a  new 
system  of  signalling,  «tnd  other  nationa 
are  now  compelled  to  follow  the  people 
who  Rupplled  every  trench  with  a  tele- 
graph and  telephone  system  equal  to 
that   of   the   best  equipped   city. 


MILITARY  NOTES 


Some  time  ago  attention  was  drawn  on 
the  floor  of  the  House  at  Ottawa  to  the 
fact  that  a  number  of  men  were  joining 
the  C.K.F.  who  were  unable  to  read  or 
write,  and  it  waa  suggested  that  some 
steps  be  taken  to  teach  these  men  in 
training  for  overseas,  how  to  read  and 
write.  For  some  time  before  this  step 
was  taken  Kingston  was  doing  this  very 
work.  School  teachers  offered  their 
services  to  the  146th  BatUlion,  and  they 
were  accepted,  and  a  night  school 
started,  end  this  school  has  been  run- 
ning ever  since.  Attendance  at  the 
school  is  entirely  voluntary,  and  many 
of  the  men  who  are  anxious  to  learn  are 
attending  every  session  of  the  school. 


The  award  of  tha  Military  Cross  is 
officially  gazetted  to  Temp.  Bee.  Lieut. 
Shirley  Duncan  Bllis.  l7Srd  Tunnelling 
Co.  R.K. — who  belonged  to  Victoria.  B.C., 
and  who  was  killed  in  March — "for  con- 
spicuous gallantry  when  rescuing,  under 
very  heavy  shell  fire,  some  men  who  hid 
become  imprisoned  in  a  shell  mine.  At 
his  first  three  attempts  to  reach  them 
he  was  driven  back  by  heavy  fire." 

On  the  afternoon  of  March  17  a  pre- 
sentation of  French  decorations  and 
medals  recently  awarded  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Canadian  Forces  waa  made 
by  General  Hely  Doissel,  commander  of 
a  French  Army  Corps.  Tbs  ceremony 
took  place  at  the  Canadian  Corpa  Head- 
quarters. A  French  guard  of  honor, 
with  band  and  color  party,  was  In  at- 
tendance, and  a  Canadian  guard  of  honor 
waa  furnished  by  the  2nd  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles.

"We  were  well  received  st  every 
point  along  the  line,  especially  at 
Revelatoke,  Kamloops,  and  Medicine 
Hat  Fort  William  also  turned  out  In 
force  to  cheer  us  on  our  way,  but  all 
thes«  fine  receptions  were  but  echoes 
of  the  great  send-off  given  us  by  our 
home  city.  Victoria  may  well  be  proud 
of  the  Way  she  turned  out  to  bid  us 
good-bye;  biit  riot  a  T)[l  pfoUaer  than 
the  men  who  are  lucky  enough  to  be 
able  to  represent  her  In  this  great  war. 

"The  flrat  day  out  the  sea  was  a 
little  choppy,  but  the  percentage  of 
sick  men  waa  very  small.  On  the  sec- 
ond day  we  ran  into  the  usual  fog 
which  lasted  for  two  days.  When  we 
woke  on  the  fourth  morning  out  the 
sun  was  shining  and  the  sea  was  calm 
as  a  mill  pond  and  remained  so  until 
we  arrived  at  Liverpool."

Particulars  of  the  death  of  Major  R 
J.  Mutrie,  of  Vernon,  and  Capt.  An- 
thony Temple,  of  Kelowna,  both  offi- 
cers of  the  2nd  C.M.R.,  have  been  re- 
ceived  by   friends. 

Both  were  killed  instantly  by  the 
same  shell  about  4  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  April  6.  The  regiment  waa 
moving  out  of  the  front  line  trenches, 
where  It  had  been  for  three  weeks  in 
one  of  the  most  difficult  portions  of  the 
whole  British  front  to  go  to  rest  camp. 
The  ataff  officers  were  last  to  leave 
and  were  walking  along  a  road  some 
miles  back  of  the  front  line  preparing 
to  take  a  train  when  a  chance  shell  lit 
right  in  their  midst  klllng  the  two 
officers  Instantly  and  wounding  two 
others. 

Col.  Bott,  who  had  been  one  of  the 
party,  had  stopped  for  a  moment  to 
speak  to  the  adjutant,  and  though  only 
twenty  yards  distant  at  the  time,  es- 
caped injury.

Will  Be  Threshed  Out  on 
Floor  of  the  House. 


The  differenoes  of  opinion  which  aroae 
In  the  mining  ccmmlttfe  of  the  L«(lalatt.re 
when  the  evidence  talien  In  connection  with 
the  petition  of  Mr.  R.  T.  Ward  for  an  In- 
vcstlsatlon  Into  the  queatton  of  the  re- 
■Isklnv  of  the  "Bullion"  proprrly  in  the 
Cariboo  district,  waa  belnr  ccnaldered.  will 
be  carried  to  the  floor  of  the  t^egiauture. 
The  committee  some  time  aao  arrived  at  a 
decision,  but  only  on  the  caatlnc  vote  of 
the  chairman.  Mr.  William  Hunter,  mrmbe- 
for  Slocan.  Last  week  the  matter  wa«  le- 
opened  for  further  eonalderatlon  and  a 
heated  debate  In  which  Mr.  Ward  partici- 
pated, took  place.  Another  vote  waa  taken 
with  almllar  reaalt  to  tha  first,  and  Mr. 
Ward  aaaerted  there  waa  a  conaplrScy 
•salnst  him.  Amons  the  members  of  the 
committee  who  side  with  Mr.  Ward'a  con- 
tention to  the  extent  of  believing  that  the 
committee  ahould  not  Insist  upon  the  strict 
Inerpretatlen  of  the  law  was  Mr.  Parker 
Williams.  When  the  committee's  report 
vas  submitted  to  the  Iierlslature  yesterday 
afternoon  the  member  for  Newcastle  asked 
that  It  be  tabled  for  a  day.  The  report  was 
as  follows:  "Tour  select  committee  on  mln- 
Ina  bea  leave  to  report:  After  careful  eon- 
slderatlon  of  ths  evidence  adduced  relative 
to  the  petition  of  Mr.  R.  T.  Ward,  your 
crmmlttee  falls  to  find  that  any  wrona 
or  Injustice  has  been  done  to  the  peti- 
tioner." 

Mr.  Williams   gave  notice   that   tomorrow 
.>ha   will    move    that    the    report    be    referred 
back   to   the   committee   for   the   purpose  oC 
amendment    by    the    additlea    of    the    fol- 
lowing: 

"We  regret  our  Inability  to  conevr  In 
the   findings   of   the   committee. 

"Borne  confusion  and  a  premature  eleelng 
of  the  Investigation  was  occasioned  through 
the  petitioner  being  compelled  to  change 
counsel  during  the  hearing,  consequently 
the  committee  did  not  have  the  benefit  of 
hearing  the  persons  who  would  profit  tiy  the 
cancellation  of  the  Ward  leases. 

"Later,  on  request  being  made,  your  com- 
mittee, by  the  casting  vote  of  the  chair- 
man, refused  to  hear  what  waa  alleged  to 
be  new  and  Important  evidence  bearing 
directly  en  the  question. 

"It  would  appear  to  us  that  te  pass  upon 
the  legal  status  of  the  Ward  leases  would 
be  to  assume  a  duty  which  was  not  dele- 
gated to  us,  and  for  which,  as  a  committee 
cf  the  House,  ws  possess  no  peculiar  fit- 
ness, while  such  evidence  as  was  submitted 
was  not  sufficiently  exhaustive  to  enable  us 
to  come  to  a  fair  conclusion  as  to  what 
adjustment  should  be  made  or  course  pur- 
sued. We  regret,  therefore,  the  decision 
of  the  oommltue  te  exclude  evidence  as 
above  referred  te;  but  In  the  Interesu  of 
the  mining  Indcatry  we  beg  to  submit  that 
to  allow  Interests  of  such  magnitude  aa 
are  herein  Involved  to  become  forfeited  by 
ai  most  a  technical  failure,  which  Itself  la 
denied,  and.  again,  to  allow  such  intereet 
to  be  acquired  by  tho  mere  act  of  placing 
several  stakes  In  the  ground,  is  to  place  a 
stamp  of  Insecurity  on  British  Columbia 
mining  property  that  must  Inevitably  have 
evil   results   on    that    Industry." 

The  point  In  dIspMe  revolved  around  the 
'necessity  of  Mr.  Ward's  failure  to  be  pos- 
seesed  of  a  free  miner's  certificate.  He 
secured  the  property,  one  on  which  mil- 
lions had  been  spent,  from  the  Cariboo  Oold 
VInIng  Company,  a  Qnggenheim  concern.  He 
allowed  his  free  mlper's  licence  to  run  out 
and  than  John  Hopp  came  along  and  staked 
the  property.  Werd  attempted  to  secure 
back  hU  title  but  failed,  and  at  this  see-

In  the  Supreme  Court  yesterday,  be- 
fore Chief  Justice  Hunter,  the  action  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  Realty  Co.  v.  tha  Ger- 
man-American Insurance  Co.  for  the 
recovery  of  |4,000  alleged  to  ba  due  on 
Insurance  policies  covering  the  Colwood 
Park  reaidenoe,  destroyed  by '  lire  last 
September,  and  Its  contents,  was  con- 
tinued. A  number  of  wltnesaes  were  ex- 
amined by  Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmld,  coun- 
sel for  the  plaintiff  conwpany.  Mr. 
Martin  Oriffln,  of  Vancouver,  is  acting 
for   the  defendant  company. 

Mr.  Vl«tor  A.  O.  Billot,  formarly 
manager  of  the  Western  Dominion  In- 
veatment  Co..  Ltd..  was  tha  first  to 
take  the  stand.  His  company  had  been 
aient  for  tha  Insurance  company.  Ho 
had  issued  the  policies,  one  for  |2,300 
on  the  house  and  one  for  the  same 
amount  on  the  furniture.  On  the  lat- 
ter, 11,000  afterwards  had  been  dropped. 
Mrs.  James  Anderson,  in  whose  n^me 
the  property  stood,  had  made  no  writ- 
ten application,  but  the  policies  had 
been  prepared  at  her  request,  and  the 
amount  of  the  premium  had  been  ob- 
tained from  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
which  was  agent  for  the  second  mort- 
gagee. It  was  explained  that  tha  bank 
had  secured  payment  from  Mr.  Chester 
Harris,  secretary  of  the  Pacific  Coaat 
Realty  Co.,  to  which  concern  the  equity 
of  the  policies  was  tranaferrad. 

Measrs.  H.  Shandley  and  Arthur  Cola 
also  were  examined.  The  latter  out- 
lined how  the  signing  of  the  transfers 
of  the  policies  to  his  firm  had  been 
effected.  Mr.  L<catherbarrow,  who  was 
the  first  on  the  scene  of  tha  fire,  fixed 
the  approximate  time  of  Ita  outbreak  as 
II  o'clock  on  September  1.  Mrs.  How- 
ard, who  had  spent  the  first  two  weeks 
of  August  a  guest  at  Mrs.  Anderson's 
home,  estimated  that  the  furniture  was 
worth  13,600.  Mrs.  McVlckera  testified 
that  Mrs.  Anderaon  had  eleven  paint- 
ings by  Remington  In  the  hallway  which 
Hhe  valued  at  $100  each.  Thefe  also 
were  three  small  Sargent  palntlnga, 
which  witness  said  she  would  hesitate 
to  value.  Besides,  there  were  costly 
tapestries. 

The  case  will  be  continued  this  m«rn- 
iiur.

Mr.  A.  T.  Coward  Promises 
Meeting  He  Will  Bring  Re- 
quests Regarding  Interurban 
Service  Before  Managenfient. 


The  request  for  a  reduction  In  the 
rate  of  fare  charged  on  the  Interurban 
line  of  the  B.C.  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany la  to  be  given  earnest  considera- 
tion, according  to  a  promise  yesterday 
by  Mr.  A.  T.  Ooward,  local  manager  of 
the  company,  to  the  council  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  representatlvea  of 
the  Baanlch  Municipal  Council,  Wo- 
men's Institutes  and  Farmerr  Instl- 
tures. 

Olacusslon  on  the  question  was  gen- 
eral aad  both  sides  were  well  repre- 
sented. Among  the  points  urged  upon 
Mr.  Coward's  attention  were  the  exten- 
sion of  the  city  service  to  TllUcura 
Road,  \  general  reduction  of  fares  to 
all  points,  the  Issue  of  commutation 
tickets,  the  dealra.tollity  of  encouraging 
tha  aettlement  of  suburban  areas,  the 
Introduction  of  worklngmen's  tickets, 
which  would  enable  men  who  worked  in 
the  city  to  have  homes  in  the  country 
where  they  could  cultivate  land  of  their 
own,  the  encouragement  of  excursions 
and  week-end  trips,  and  special  rates 
for  school  children.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  such  action,  if  adopted  by  the 
company,  would  result  In  making 
heavier  traffic  on  the  line  and  making 
the  condition  of  life  for  inhabitants  of 
the  Saanich  peninsula  much  more  sat- 
Isfactbry,  as  it  would  facilitate  their 
attendance  at  entertainments  In  the 
city,  and  encourage  farmers  to  raise 
more  produce  and  bring  It  into  the  city, 
etc. 

The  discussion  of  these  matters  was 
throughout  amicable.  The  speakers 
asked  that  the  same  fares  should  be  ap- 
plied to  the  Saanich  line  as  are  in 
force  on  the  suburban  lines  running  out 
•ancouvar. 


Waat  aehadala  Baarraagad 

One  of  the  matters  given  special  at- 
tention was  the  time  of  arrival  of 
morning  trains  from  Saanlch,  It  being 
stated  that  children  attending  the  High 
School  were  forced  to  take  a  train  ar- 
riving here  so  early  in  the  morning  that 
it  was  necessary  for  them  to  not  only 
.pay  their  fare,  but  purchase  breakfast 
In  the  city.  If  they  chose  to  take  a 
later  train  they  would  arrive  late  for 
school.  The  point  urged  was  that  the 
schedule  should  be  rearranged  ao  that 
the  tr^ns  would  arrive  approximately 
twenty  minutes  earlier,  thus  allowing 
children   to   take    tha   later  train. 

Mr.  Qoward,  In  replying  to  the  repre- 
sentations, said  that  it  was  hardly 
practical  to  extend  the  city  service  to 
Tillicum  Road  until  a  double  track  had 
been  laid  to  that  point,  and  the  present 
was  not  a  good  time  to  suggest  further 
capital   expenditures   to   the  directors. 

To  this  argument.  Reeve  McGregor,  of 
Saanlch,  stated  that  there  were  suffi- 
cient rails,  cars  and  labor  to  carry  out 
the  work.  It  is  the  general  Impression 
that  the  establishment  of  the  TUIlcum 
Road  addition  will  not  be  considered  for 
the  present. 

Mr.  Gtoward  further  contended  that 
the  rate  of  fare  was  not  excessive,  say- 
ing that  they  were  based  upon  the  rate 
of  three  cents  a  mile,  which  haa  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Oovernment;  the  return 
rates  being  also  according  to  the  stan- 
dard rule,  namely,  one  and  two-thirds  of 
the  fare  one  way.  In  regard  to  the 
rates  on  the  suburban  lines  on  the  Main- 
land, he  said  the  only  one  situated  as 
the  Saanlch  line  was,  was  that  running 
to  Chilliwack,  and  the  ^ares  charged 
were  identical  to  those  of  the  Saanlch 
line.  He  said  that  the  Vancouver-Xew 
Westminster  line  was  in  a  very  differ- 
ent class,  and  mentioned  that  the  low 
rates  on  the  Lulu  Island  line  had  re- 
sulted in  a  large  annual  loss  without 
taking  the  coat  into  account.  He  men- 
tioned that  the  standard  fare  on  the 
Esquimau  A  Nanalmo  Railroad  was  four 
cents  a  mile,  and  the  company  received 
a  land  grant  which  more  than  recom- 
panaea  for  the  cost  of  oonstruction.  The 
shareholders  of  the  Victoria  A  Sidney 
Railroad,  which  charged  the  same  rate 
as  the  B.  C.  Electric,  were  protected  by 
the  guarantee  of  interest  on  bonds.  He 
thought  It  was  only  right  that  these 
facts  should  be  considered,  especially 
since  the  B.C.  Blectrio  was  not  paying 
at  the  present  time. 

Ooflvaaya  Bapartaaoa 

He  said  the  experience  of  the  com- 
pany had  so  far  not  borne  out  the  popu- 
lar idea  that  lower  rates  in  sparsely 
settled  communities  would  lead  to  such 
an  Increase  In  travel  as  would  make  up 
the  difference.  He  mentioned  that  a  re- 
duced rate  had  already  been  given  to 
pupils  attending  the  High  School.  He 
had.  however,  carefully  noted  the  trend 
of  the  remarks,  and  promised  to  give  the 
matter  consideration. 

The  chairman  of  tha  meeting,  Mr.  C. 
H.  Lugrin,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  aaked  If  Mr.  Ooward  would  con- 
sult with  others  connected  with  the 
general  management  of  the  road,  and  on 
receiving  an  affirmative  reply,  he  sug- 
gested that  a  full  statement  of  the  case 
be  prepared  and  handed  to  Mr.  Ooward, 
so  that  the  management  of  the  com- 
pany might  have  all  the  points  before  it. 
Mr.  Ooward  agreed  to  this  proposal  and, 
it  being  concurred  In  by  the  meeting,  a 
committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  James  Foreman,  vice-president  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  was  naroad  to  pre- 
pare   the   caae. 

Among  the  speakers  not  previously 
alluded  to  were  Councillors  Diggon  and 
Jones,  of  Saanlch,  Mrs.  Parcell  and 
Mrs.  Osborne,  directors  of  the  West 
Baanlch  Women's  Institute,  which  flrat 
lodged  a  proteat  acainat  the  fare 
charged.  MemlMra  of  the  Women's 
CouaoU.  which  haa  alao  baan  considering 
the  matter,  were  praaent. 

The  large  attendance  at  the  meeting 
Indicated  that  great  Interest  haa  Iwen 
taken  In  the  quaatlon,  and  a  letter  from 
the  Sidney  Board  of  Trade  showed  that 
It  would  like  to  have  baea  repreaented.

WEEK  FOR  VldRLA 


Between  May  29  and  June  2 
Citizens  Will  Be  Asked  to 
Make  This  an  Even  More 
Attractive  City. 


Tha  committee  which  is  going  to 
dean  up  in  Victoria  in  tha  near  future 
mat  at  the  rooms  of  the  Victoria  and 
ibland  Development  Aasoclatlon  yester- 
day, to  plan  Ita  campaign.  The  mem- 
bers decided  that  although  Victoria 
neada  cleanlnc  up  laaa  than  any  othar 
place,  it  would  do  a  lot  of  good  to 
follow  the  example  of  other  dtlaa  and 
bold  a  "Clean  Up"  week.  It  waa  ac- 
cordingly announced  that  May  29  to 
June  S  win  be  "Clean  Up"  weak  for 
Victoria.  Arrangements  will  ba  made 
to  have  Mayor  Stewart  lasua  a  procla- 
mation to  that  effect. 

During  thia  weak  citlaans  will  l>e 
asked  to  work  Individually  and  ooUec- 
tlvaly,  with  the  clean  up  committee. 
'I'hey  will  be  aaked  to  repair  and  paint 
their  houses,  fences  and  walks,  go  out 
Into  their  back  yarda  and  clear  away 
all  the  rubbish  piles  and  old  boxes,  and 
give  some  attention  to  vacant  lots  and 
streets.  Those  more  aesthetically  con- 
stituted will  feel  morally  obliged  to 
plant  a  few  ahrubs  and  flowers  on  bare 
twulevards,  vacant  lots,  and  climbing 
plants  around  unsightly  old  buildings 
and    fences. 

The  residents  of  Linden  Avenue  are 
going  to  take  probably  the  most  ad- 
vanced part  in  the  work.  A  committee 
composed  of  Alderman  Todd  and  Messrs. 
R.  W.  Douglas,  .J.  A.  Taylor,  E.  B.  An- 
drea, has  been  appointed  to  go  up  and 
down  the  length  of  that  street  and  see 
that  every  resident  does  something  to 
show  that  he  knows  it  is  "Clean  Up" 
week.  Thes«  men  will  set  the  "peiial- 
tles"  for  those  Linden  Avenue  people 
who  do  not  comply  with  their  requests. 
Similar  organlxation^  will  be  formed  on 
some  of  the  other  leading  residential 
■trceta 

The  City  Council  will  co-operate  In 
(he  Work  and  will  cart  away  all  rul>- 
b;sh  free  of  charge. 

The  members  of  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  work  say  they  don't  want 
to  be  looked  on  as  dictatorial.  They 
explain  that  although  visitors  describe 
Victoria  an  the  cleanest  city  on  the 
tuast,  much  improvement  can  be  made 
tci  make  thia  place  more  worthy  of  the 
title  of   the   premier   tourist  city. 

The  members  of  the  "Clean  Up"  com- 
mittee are  Alderman  Peden  and  Messrs. 
K  H.  Gorham,  Wesley  Newton,  and  Mr. 
K.  W.  Douglas,  who  is  the  chairman. 
Aldermen  Johns  and  Dilworth,  Chief  of 
Police  Langley,  Fire  Chief  Davis,  Park 
Superintendent  Purdy,  and  Asstatant 
City  Engineer  Forman  will  co-operate. 

Commissioner  Cuthbert,  of  the  Vic- 
toria and  Island  Development  Associa- 
tion has  charge  of  the  publicity.  He 
has  alreay  given  out  a  vigorously- 
worded  statement  in  which  he  points 
out  that  the  work  of  the  "Clean  Up" 
committee  will  especlaUy  benefit  the 
property  owner,  as  well  a«  make  Vic- 
toria a  better  place  for  everyone.  He 
says  that  a  clean  city  will  attract 
wealthy  people  either  to  holiday  here 
or  live  here  altogether,  with  the  result 
that  land  values  will  be  stimulated. 

The  staff  of  the  Development  Associ- 
ation haa  already  planned  its  own  part 
in  the  campaign.  This  consista  In 
cieat-ing  away  the  dust  accumulations 
m  its  own  offices.  On  the  manufactur- 
ers' exhibits  in  some  cases  the  dust  is 
ao  thick  that  visitors  cannot  read  the 
names  on   the  bottles  and  cases.

Krnest  MIlTer,  member  for  Orank  Forks, 
In  piloting  the  bill  through  the  House, 
and  his  wide  knowledge  of  similar 
measures  ehiewhere  and  of  tha  prin- 
ciplea  involved,  have  tended  greatly  to 
the  rapid  progress  being  roada. 

Yesterday  discusaion  centred  chiefly 
upon  the  constitution  of  tha  board  by 
Which  the  act  will  be  administered,  and 
c:aims  for  compensation  adjudicated 
upon.  Some  objection  was  made  to  tha 
term  of  office  it  is  proposed  to  fix  for 
the  three  members  of  the  board.  Tha 
act  provides  that  the  first  board  shall 
b  apolnted  for  eight,  nine,  and  tan 
y<ara,  and  thereafter  each  membera 
shall  hold  office  for  ten  years,  but  ba 
removSble  for  cauae.

Mr.  M.  A.  Bfacdonald  (Vancouver) 
opined  that  It  ought  to  be  the  desire 
Of  the  Oovernment  to  select  on'.y  the 
very  bast  men  for  the  position,  and  ea- 
tiiblish  a  really  permanent  board,  but 
at  the  outset  it  would  be  in  tha  nature 
of  an  experiment,  and  perhaps  a  two  or 
three-year  term  would  ba  batter  until 
the  fltneas  of  the  members  of  the 
board  was  ascertained.  A  good  man 
would  have  no  need  to  fear  he  would 
not   t>e  re-appointed. 

Mr.  Miller  stated  that  the  object  of 
the  long  term  was  to  permit  thn  secur- 
ing of  first  class  men  who  would,  por- 
hupa,  not  otherwise  consent  to  uccapt 
the  position.  It  was  hardly  r.o  l>e  ex- 
pected that  the  type  of  man  desired 
would  give  up  hla  business  on  only  the 
prospect  of  a  three-year  term.  In  On- 
torla  and  Kova  Scotia  the  term  waa 
made  for  life.  Tha  idea  waa  to  make 
the  board  abaolutely  non-partisan,  but 
that  was  Impossible  If  it  were  to  bo 
n^iada  aubjaot  to  re-appolntment  every 
three  yaara,  with  tha  possible  political 
element   that   would    be   interjected. 

Mr.  Brewater  fully  agreed  with  tVa 
necessity  of  securing  the  very  bast 
men  for  the  office,  but  he  doubted  If  a 
good  man  would  fear  t^e  abort  term, 
as  ha  could  feel  confident  that  hla  re- 
appointment would  follo^  as  a  matter 
of  course.  i 

Mr.  Williams  had  vhiMna  of  political 
influences  at  work.  He  believed  ha 
could  name  half  a  dosen  men  from 
among  whom  the  flrat  board  would  be 
selected.  He  was  sorry  to  say  those 
names  did  not  include  that  of  Mr. 
PIneo,  the  departmental  solicitor  who 
drafted  the  bill. 

Mr.  Miller  stated  the  term  as  set  out 
in  the  act  had  been  strongly  recom- 
mended by  the  ^'mmlsslon  which  had 
investigated  into  the  matter  and  upon 
tha  reooramendatlona  of  which  the  bill 
had  baan  drafted'.

Statement  of  Harvey  W.  Wiley,  M.D.,  Formerly  Pure 

Food  Expert  for  the  U.  S.  Government 

1 
"While  I  am  an  advocate  of  Prohibition 
of  tlic  strictest  sort,  I  believe  that  those  who 
are  engaged  in  manufacturing  alcoholic 
beverages  should  be  compensated,  at  least  in 
part,  for  the  loss  which  they  will  suffer  from 
having  their  plants  closed  up. 

**I  hold  the  same  view  regarding  the  ex- 
termination of  tuberculosis.  The  farmer  who 
is  the  innocent  owner  of  a  tuberculous  animal 
should  not  suffer  the  whole  loss  when  that 
animal  is  killed  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity. 

"Prohibition  is  established  for  the  benefit 
of  the  community,  and  the  community  should 
stand  between  those  who  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness and  financial  ruin." 

NOTE— Residents  of  British  Columbia  will  re- 
member a  case  directly  analogous  with  the  destrtK- 
tion  of  tuberculous  animals  noted  above  when,  a  few 
years  ago.  the  Provincial  authorities  destroyed  a  large 
number  of  horses  afflicted  with  glanders  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

As  this  was  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  conmiunity, 
the  owners  of  the  horses  destroyed  were  paid  proper 
compensation  for  esch  snknal.

tically  the  only  article  the  Province  has 
for  export  with  the  exception,  perhape, 
of  some  pulp  and  paper.  If  a  plan  were 
to  be  adopted,  it  would  be  wise  to  basr  ] 
it  upon  that  need  rather  than  to  inaugur- 
ate a  general  shipping  policy,  which 
would  properly  be  based,  not  upon  ab- 
liormal  conditions,  but  upon  freight  con- 
ditions in  normal  times.  What  with 
the  release  of  the  millions  of  tons  of 
shipping  at  present  interned,  the  release 
of  that  tonnage  at  present  used  in  war 
service,  and  the  new  tonnage  built  since 
the  war  began,  he  believed  that  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  there  would  be 
more  tonnage  aSoat  than  at  the  begin- 
ning. The  other  lumber  producing 
countries  would  be  ready  when  the  war 
ended  to  enter  into  competition  with 
this  Province  and,  so  far  as  he  could  see, 
the  outlook  for  shipping,  if  based  solely 
upon  the  shipping  basis,  was  not  as 
bright  as.  at  first  sight,  it  might  appear 
to  be.  Delays  must  be  experienced  be- 
fore the  ships  could  be  turned  out  here, 
and  the  posslbllitiee  were  that  before 
those  ships  were  ready  to  accept 
freights  the  war  would  end,  thus  turn- 
ing loose  ample  tonnage  and  creating 
strong  competition. 

ftaaaher  WtaaMoB 

Mr.  Brewster,  referring  to  the  lumber 
situation,  stated  it  was  claimed  exports 
were  held  up  through  lack  of  shipping, 
and  the  industry  was  suffering.  One 
would  think  the  great  Industry  could 
take  care  of  Itself.  But  It  was  suffer- 
ing from  the  explolutlon  of  large  Umber 
areas;  It  has  been  over-eapiUllsed  to 
the  extent  that  it  was  Impossible  for  the 
companies  to  secure  further  assistance 
from  the  banks  at  the  very  time  they 
needed  It  ThU  over-caplUIIxation,  Mr 
Brewster  averred,  had  been  fostered  by 
the  Oovemroent.  but.  he  anppoeed.  the 
conditiona  aa  they  exiet  had  to  be  faced. 
He  expreesed  his  wonder  that  despite 
the  expenelre  department  the  Oovem- 
ment  maintained  at  London  It  had  not 
been  poaalble  to  Interest  the  Admiralty 
to  the  extent  of  securing  InUrned  shlp»> 
wherein  to  convey  lumber  for  Admiralty 
purpoaea. 

His  anggeaUon  was  that  aa  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Province  were  heartily  tired 
of  the  principle  of  bond  guarantee,  the 
Oovemment  ehould  only  go  into  the  mat. 
ter  so  far  as  to  reUeve  the  lumber  In- 
teraeta.  He  advoeated  an  Issue  of  short 
term  notes  t»  he  sold  and  the  proeeede 
advanced  directly  to  whatever  flrma  It 
waa  found  required  aaotatanee  to  pro- 
vide for  the  buttdUm  •*  aktpa,  such 
graata  to  be  mate  aa  saali  a  haala  tl^t 
there  wonld  be  no  tmtuf  charge  ^«i 
tbe  peopU:  the  ehlpa  ta  be  hottt 


Mr.  Brewster  criticised  the  provision 
of  the  blU  whereunder  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  Shipping  Commission  would 
be  the  managing  director  of  the  com- 
pany aided.  Ha  was  sore  no  company 
would  Invest  a  cent  In  ahlpe  or  plant 
on  such  a  l>asls;  it  would  mean  tbe  dif- 
ference l>etween  success  and  failure.  Un- 
der his  own  plan  it  would  be  to  the  in- 
terest of  tbe  ship  owner  to  make  his 
•hips  pay,  and  if  be  could  not.  yet  the 
Oovemment  would  t>e  amply  protect- 
ed. The  responsibility  would  be  t4>on 
the  owner  and  there  would  be  obviated 
the  spectacle  which  would  occur  un- 
der the  proposed  bill,  of  having  the 
Government's  bonds  peddled  around  by 
some  political  friend. 
•  WtaUe  approving  of  the  wooden  auxili- 
ary veasel  as  the  best  at  thia  Juncture. 
Mr.  Brewster  declared  that  had  the 
Oovemment  shown  proper  Interest  in 
the  matter  the  Iron  industry  might  ere 
this  have  been  flourishing  In  British 
Columbia,  and  there  would  have  been  no 
need  of  considering  the  wooden  ship, 
which,  under  any  consideration,  was  but 
a  makeshift  policy.  The  bUl  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Government  was  not,  he 
contended,  needed  at  the  present  time. 
It  was  one  under  which  few  if  any  oon- 
cema  would  be  willing  to  work.  No 
concern  would  be  willing  to  have  its 
vessel,  if  only  a  46  per  cent  interest  was 
possessed,  placed  under  a  commission 
and  have  no  say  in  its  operation.  But 
whatever  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
Legislature,  it  waa  Ma  plain  duty  to  aee 
that  ita  aasistance  was  so  hedged  around 
with  eafeguards  that  the  people  should 
not  be  called  upon  to  pay  a  single  cent 
more  than  at  first   granted. 

As  to  provision  to  meet  a  general 
shipping  situation,  there  would  be  am- 
ple time  to  consider  that  when  the 
time  came,  when  the  Province  would  be 
producing  enough  tonnage  to  provide 
for  ships  in  tbe  future.  At  present  he 
was  not  convinced  that  any  policy  was 
required  other  than,  perhaps,  such  as 
would  meet  the  situation  at  present  ex- 
perienced in.  ^e  lumber  induatry,  and 
his  plan,  as  outlined  above,  would,  he 
believed,  meet  the  case. 

Belief  rrom  Obllfattoae 
Mr.  Michael  Manson  believed  it  was 
quite  true  the  Province  was  liable  to  a 
large  outlay  on  account  of  the  guaran- 
tees under  the  railway  bonds,  but  that 
was,  to  his  mind,  one  of  the  chief  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  a  shipbuilding  policy 
which  would  provide  for  the  link  now 
missing  to  connect  up  the  railways  with 
the  markets  of  the  world.  Such  a  policy 
would  undoubtedly  tend  to  put  the  rail- 
ways In  a  position  where  they  would  be 
better  able  to  meet  their  obligations. 
He  believed  the  present  bill  amply  pro- 
tected the  Province  by  the  provisions 
requiring  a  first  mortgage  on  the  ves- 
sels to  the  amount  of  56  per  cent  of 
the  cost.  There  was  no  dottbt  the  ships 
could  be  Insured  to  a  greater  amount 
than  that. 

In  years  gone  by  the  Province's  ex- 
port trade  in  lumber  was  greater  than 
it  was  today,  and  unless  something 
were  done  to  stimulate  it  it  could  not 
be  expected  the  trade  would  ever 
amount  to  much.  The  advantage  which 
lumber  concerns  on  the  other  aide  poa- 
aessed  In  the  matter  of  rates  and  ships 
had  placed  the  BriUsh  Columbia  lum- 
bermen at  a  very  great  disadvantage. 
There  were  large  supplies  of  lumber 
that  could  be  sold  In  Australia,  China, 
Japan  and  elsewhere,  were  the  ships 
available,  but  the  lumbermen  could  not 
at  present  compete  as  many  of  the 
United  States  mills,  owning  their  own 
ships,  could  lay  down  a  cargo  at  a 
much  lower  rate  than  could  those  mills 
which  must  go  into  the  open  market 
and  charter  vessels.  The  present  bill 
provided  for  twenty  vessels,  about  one- 
quarter  of  the  number  required  to  carry 
the  380,000,000  feet  per  annum  which, 
it  was  estimated,  wouid  be  available 
for  export.  The  establishment  of  ship- 
building plants  would  go  much  further 
in  helping  the  prosperity  of  the  Prov- 
ince than  merely  providing  for  hand- 
ling of  the  export  trade.  The  building 
operations,  the  employment  that  would 
bs  available  and  the  increased  payroll 
would  all  be  consequences  of  the  Inaug- 
uration of  the  industry  of  shipbuilding. 
■ate  of  SaitBlaga 

Mr.  Manson  stated  that  a  vessel  that 
would  carry  1,600,000  feet  would  cost 
approximately  1175,000.  The  cost  of 
operation  including  every  expense  pos- 
sible would  approximate  |<6,000  per 
year.  Under  the  present  bill  a  guar- 
antee not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent 
on  the  actual  cost  of  the  vessel  was 
provided,  or  about  $18,000.  That  would 
mean  a  liability  of  about  |91,000.  Such 
a  vessel  could  make  two  and  one-half 
trips  per  year  to  Sydney,  and  if  her 
rate  were  100  shillings  per  1,000  feet, 
a  normal  rate,  she  would  earn  enough 
to  meet  all  charges  and  leave  a  profit. 
When  her  freight  rate  dropped  below 
100  shillings  the  Province  under  the 
bill,  would  commence  to  pay  the  bonus. 
The  latest  freight  quotation  was  138 
shillings,  so  a  vessel  would  make  a 
handsome  profit  even  If  she  had  to 
come  back  light,  but  it  was  hardly  like- 
ly that  a  ship  would  return  at  present 
without  a  cargo  of  some  kind. 

It  appeared  to  i:r.  Manson  that  Brit- 
ish Columbia  would  not  make  any  mis- 
take  In  taking  up  the  matter  at  once. 
Even  with  an  early  cessation  of  the 
war  it  would  be  some  years  before  tbe 
situation  would  be  normal  again,  and 
in  the  meantime,  there  would  be  full 
opportunities  to  secure  full  benefits  of 
the  policy  brought  forward  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Parker  Williams  (Newcastle),  re- 
called the  predictions  made  In  1910, 
that  the  Province  would  never  be  called 
upon  to  meet  any  charge  on  account  of 
the  railway  bond  gnarantees,  and  stated 
that  the  eubsequent  years  showed  the 
Province  had,  for  the  second  and  third 
times,  to  Involve  Its  credit  for  the  por- 
poee  of  assisting  the  railwaya.  Now 
comes  forward  the  member  for  Comox 
and  makes  another  plea  for  aid  to  the 
railwaya  through  the  meana  of  a  mar- 
ine to  link  np  the  railwaya  with  the 
marketa  of  the  world.  He  hod  given 
the  estimated  amount  of  tho  lumber 
which  might  be  shipped  but  he  had  not 
suggested  that  lack  cf  exporta  was  be- 
cause of  the  shortage  of  ehlpe.  The 
fact  was  tho  world  was  getting  Its 
snpply  In  eome  other  markets.  The  ex- 
perience of  the  past  would  ohew  that 
as  soon  as  British  Colombia's  shtpe  en- 
tered into  thia  trade  enjoyed  by  oth<>r 
eountrtea.  they  would  hare  a  very 
strong  competition.

Mr.  Willlama  declared  the  Provlnoe 
had  in  the  past  met  every  demand  of 
the  lumber  interests.  The  leasee  were 
extended  from  yearly  to  twenty-one 
year  leasee,  and  flnaUy  to  perpetual 
onea.  Now  they  were  coming  to  the 
Government  to  have  ships  provided  for 
them.  When  waa  thia  Infant  Industry 
to  be  satlsfledT  The  larger  mlUs  of 
British  Columbia  today  were  part  and 
parcel  of  the  concerns  which  are  ship- 
ping from  the  Puget  Sound. 

As  to  the  financial  aide  of  the  ques' 
tlon.  the  Member  for  Newcastle,  declar- 
ed the  credit  of  the  Province  should  be 
the  last  thing  upon  which  a  raid  should 
be  allowed.  What  Interest  would  be 
sacrificed  by  waiting  two  months  and 
letting  the  people  of  the  Province  pass 
upon  the  measure.  As  far  as  he  could 
see  It  had  not  received  any  endorse- 
ment from  any  section  of  the  country. 
It  might  be  presumed  that  the  up-coun- 
try constituencies  would  not  particu- 
larly favor  a  policy  which  would  re- 
dound to  the  benefit  of  the  Coast  cities 
of  Vancouver  and  Victoria,  but  in  both 
of  those  latter  cities  the  Government's 
policy  had  been  most  signally  repudi- 
ated. The  great  qestlon  today,  he  In- 
sisted, was  not  one  of  a  shipping  policy 
but  that  of  the  existence  of  respon- 
sible Government. 

The  adjournment  of  the  debate  was 
moved  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Macdonald  (Van- 
couver).   .

Soccer  Team  of  47th  Battal- 
ion Shows  It  Can  Hold  Its 
Own  in  Fast  Company— Up 
Against  Imperials. 


The  latest  Issue  to  reach  her*  of  The 
Weekly  Chronicle,  the  oOdal  paper  oC 
the  47th  Battalion.  C.  E.  F..  commended 
by  Lleut.-Col.  Wlnsby,  contains  an  ao- 
eonnt  of  the  debut  made  by  the  battal- 
ion's soccer  teem,  containing  several  old 
Victoria  players,  against  Old  Country 
talent. 

"Speculation  was  rife."  says  The 
Chronicle,  "as  to  bow  we  Canucks  would 
fare  agalnat  Viese  giants  of  the  game — 
the  Imperial  A.  8.  C. — and  when  we 
learnt  that  Colonel  WInsby'a  winners 
were  not  at  foil  strength,  we  were,  of 
course,  apprehensive  of  the  outcome. 

Lawaon.  our  hard-working  captain, 
lost  the  toss,  and  so  ths  men  of  B.  C. 
had  to  kick  off  against  a  strong  bead 
wind.  Right  from  the  start,  the  A.  S.  C. 
made  for  the  47th  goal,  but  were  easily 
rspulsed.  Meat  minute,  Uargrsaves  and 
"Smithy"  were  oil  on  one  of  tbelr  ttarlll- 
Ing  runs,  the  latur  finishing  with  a  fast 
crosa  which  looked  dangerous  for  our 
Imperial  opponents.  Next.  Bennett  and 
Cross  brought  off  some  nice  play,  but 
eventually  the  ball  rolled  peat  and  so 
averted  danger.  Prom  th«  goal  kick 
Liawson  got  his  "head  on,"  and  placing 
to  Hargreaves,  that  player  with 
"Smithy"  again  made  for  the  A.  S.  C. 
end,  but  their  left  back  fielded.  It  cer- 
tainly was  hard  to  command  the  ball  In 
such  a  wind,  and  obviously  many  com- 
binations were  spoiled.

Steamship  Cymric  Given  No 
Warning  Before  Being  Tor- 
pedoed— Members  of  Crew 
Arrive  at  Bantry,  ireland. 


BANTKT,  May  t. — One  hundred  and 
seven  membera  of  the  crew  of  tbe  Cym- 
ric arrived  at  Bantry  thla  evening. 
Several,  suffering  from  broken  limbs, 
were  sent  to  the  hospital.  Officers  of 
the  ship  declare  that  the  boat  was  tor- 
pedoed without  warning.  A  submarlns 
was  seen,  but'  It  disappeared  Imme- 
diately after  firing  the  torpedo. 

The  Cymric,  although  badly  dam- 
aged, made  her  way  for  some  hours, 
but  finally  sank. 

Many  of  the  crew  on  their  arrival 
here  were  barefooted  and  only  partly 
clad.  They  were  provided  with  cloth- 
ing and  given  all  the  care  possible. 
asyerte  Ive  XlUed 
WASHINOTON,  May  ».— In  reporting 
the  torpedoing  of  the  White  Star  liner 
Cymric  to  the  State  Department  today, 
American  Coneul  Froee.  at  Queenstown, 
said  five  of  her  crew  of  lOT  men  had 
been  killed  by  the  explosion. 

He  said  it  appeared  that  the  attack 
had  been  made  without  warning. 

in  one  message  he  said  that  the  ves- 
sel had  been  torpedoed  at  4  p.m.  yes- 
terday 1S>  miles  west  of  Fastnet;  that 
she  had  sunk  at  3  a.m.  today,  and  that 
the  {lurvlvora  of  tha»  crew  had  arrived 
at  Bantry  at  noon  today. 

"Tbs  Cymric  cleared  New  Tork  April 
'ii  without  passengers,"  said  another 
message.  "Supposed  mixed  cargo  with 
horses.  On  Admiralty  service.  Tor- 
pedo hit  engine  room,  killing  five  of 
crew  of  107.  Absence  of  warning  In- 
ferrable." 

NICW  YORK,  May  9.— Denial  was 
made  today  at  the  offices  of  the  White 
Star  Line  that  the  torpedoed  liner 
Cymric  was  in  the  service  of  the  Brit- 
ish Admiralty,  as  indicated  In  tbe  dis- 
patches of  Coneul  Frost  to  the  State 
Department.

Raaf: 

The  Japanese  BB.  Kenkon  Maru,  No. 
a,  of  Futami,  Japan,  was  formerly  tho 
AUaacralar,  of  Olascow.  Ofllclal  No. 
•7,SS2.  ihe  la  a  alnsle  acrew  ateamer. 
built  of  ateel  In  18S9,  at  Dundee,  Scot- 
land, and  la  of  the  followlnv  dlmenaiona: 
t61  feat  •  Inchea  lonv.  U  feat  7  Incbea 
b«am:  36  feet  •  Incbaa  deep.  Her  cross 
tonasa  la  3,4S1,  aad  her  nat  2,1*<,  and 
aha  la  manned  by  a  crew  of  40  hands, 
all  told.  8he  haa  lately  been  employed 
In  tradins  between  the  Far  EUist  porta 
and  various  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Kankon  Maru,  No.  S.  after  loadlnz 
a  cargo  of  various  cltMitg  of  war  ma- 
terial at  Seattle,  Waahlngton,  deatlned 
for  the  port  of  Vladivostok,  left  the  fur- 
mer  port  early  In  the  mornlna  of  the 
11th  January,  191C,  bound  for  Nanalmo, 

B.  C,  where  ahe  was  to  take  In  her 
bunker  caal.      She  called  off  Victoria  B. 

C.  at  atMut  10  a.m.  of  the  lltb  January. 
ISlC,  to  take  on  board  the  Nanalmo 
pilot  and  land  tha  Puaet  bound  pilot,  tho 
weather  conditions  were  very  uncertain, 
and   had   been   so   since   leaving   Seattle. 

Whistle  Trosa  Vp 

About  three  or  four  hours  after  leav- 
ing Victoria,  It  commenced  to  anew 
heavily,  and  It  was  fund  that  owing  to 
the  extremely  cold  weather  then  prevail- 
ing, that  the  steam  whiatle  was  froeen. 
The  pilot  In  charge  of  the  vessel,  Mr. 
James  Edgar  Butler,  then  very  rightly 
decided  to  bring  the  vessel  to  an  an- 
chorage until  the  steam  whistle  could_ . 
be  put  into  working  order  again,  and  a 
course  was  shaped  to  reach  an  anchor- 
age off  Birch  Point,  iSemiahmoo  Bay, 
where  tha  ship  was  brought  up  In  13 
fathoms  of  watsr. 

The  Court  regrets  that  Mr.  James  B. 
Butler  waa  ao  Ill-advised  as  not  to  stay 
to  an  anchor  until  daylight,  aa  the 
weather  conditions  werevery  unoertala, 
but  the  Court  does  not  for  one  moment 
blame  him  for  not  doing  so,  more  eapecl- 
ally  as  when  he  did  get  under  wslgh  at 
1:30  a.m,  12th  January,  19M,  the  weath- 
er was  nne  and  clear,  and  all  the  lights 
distinctly'  visible. 

Ooatraaietory  atatamaata 

In  the  pilot's  written  report  to  the 
Nanalmo  Harbor  Commiasioners  dated 
17th  January,  19K,  as  also  In  his  evi- 
dence before  the  Court,  he.  the  pilot, 
Mr.  James  EMgar  Butler,  distinctly 
States  that  on  leaving  the  anchorago 
off  Birch  Point  he  ateered  S.W.,  until 
Patos  Island  fog  horn  bore  S.E.  The 
Court  cannot  understand  why.  If  it  waa 
flne  and  clear,  and  all  lights  visible,  It 
was  necessary  to  do  this,  and  why  a 
fog  horn  should  be  blowing  in  clear 
weather.  In  his  verbal  statement  before 
the  Nanalmo  Harbor  Commissioners  at 
the  enqtitry  which  that  body  held  on 
Sth  February.  191«,  into  the  stranding 
of  the  vesaal,  he,  the  pilot  stated  that 
on  leaving  the  anchorage,  he  shaped  a 
course  to  clear  Point  Roberts  about  two 
and  a  half  miles  diatant,  and  from  that 
point  to  mid-channel  off  Active  Pass,  a 
very  different  statement  from  the  for- 
mer one. 

The  Court  regreta  to  place  on  record, 
however,  that  this  was  the  class  of  evi- 
dence that  Pilot  Butler  gave  to  the 
Court — It  was  of  such  unsatisfactory 
and  contradictory  a  nature  as  to  awaken 
suspicion. 

The  Court  has  before  It  Pilot  Butler's 
report  to  the  Nanalmo  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners, as  also  a  copy  of  the  proceed- 
ings held  before  that  board.  The  Court 
win  therefore  draw  attention  to  tha 
many  discrepancies  in  Pilot  Butler's 
statements.  In  his  evidence,  he  told  thj 
Court  that  he  boarded  the  Kenkon  Maru, 
No.  I,  at  10:46  a.m.,  three  miles  S.8.W. 
off  Trial  Island.  In  his  written  report 
to  the  Nanalmo  Harbor  Commissioners, 
dated  17th  January.  1918,  he  states  that 
he  boarded  the  vessel  at  10  a.m..  Janu- 
ary 11,  ltl«.  off  Victoria,  which  In  his 
evidence  at  Nanalmo  before  the  Pilot 
Board  he  stated  that  he  boarded  the 
vessel  at  11  a.m.,  January  11,  I9itt, 
about  four  miles  S.K  off  Trial  Island. 
.Again  In  his  written  report  .dated  17th 
January.  191«.  to  the  Nanalmo  Harbor 
Commissioners,  he  stfited  that  he  an- 
chored about  7  p.m.,  and  told  them  to 
call  him  when  It  cleared  up,  while  In 
his  evidence  before  the  Court,  he  said 
the  weather  was  clear  when  he  an- 
chored, and  his  sole  reason  for  coming 
to  an  an  anchor  was  that  the  whistl-i 
waa  frosen  up,  and  he  would  not  pro- 
ceed until  It  was  thawed  out  and  he 
left  orders  to  be  called  at  mWnlght, 
which  orders  were  carried  out.  In  hia 
evidence  before  the  Harbor  Commission- 
ers at  Nanalmo,  ha  sUtes  he  waa  called 
at  1  a.m.  Again  In  his  evidence  t>efore 
the  Court  as  also  In  his  letter  dated 
17th  January,  l»l«,  ha  auted  that  on 
leaving  the  anchorage,  he  steered  S.W. 
until  the  sound  of  Patos  Island  fog 
horn  was  aheam.  In  his  evidence  b«- 
fore  the  Harbor  Commissioners  at  Na- 
nalmo, his  statement  waa  that  on  leav- 
ing the  anchorage,  he  shaped  a  'course 
to  clear  Point  Roberts  about  two  and  « 
half  miles.  When  ankpii  by  the  Harbor 
Coounissioners  at  Nanalmo  If  there  was 
an  officer  on  tha  bridge  aaaisting  hirrt. 
Pilot  Butler  rapliad,  "No.  I  couldn't  nay 
that  there  waa."  When  aaked  by  the 
same  board  a  little  later  what  offlciir 
waa  on  duty  with  you  T  replied,  "this 
aacond  Ofllcar."  This  Co#irt  had  before 
II  aa  witneacaea.  not  only  the  Secon*! 
Officer,  but  the  Quarter-master  and  tho 
lookout  man.  alt  of  whom.  In  tha  opin- 
ion of  the  Court  gave  remarkably  kooI 
ovidance.  and  all  of  whom  were  on  duly 
at  their  reapecUva  poata  at  tha  time  of 
the  accident.

C.  P.  R.  Boat  to  Ply  on  Trian- 
gular Run  Before  Entering 
the  Alaskan  Tourist  Trade 
in  July. 


Prior  to  entering  the  Alaaka  aervlce 
this  Summer,  the  faat  C.  P.  R.  Oulf 
ateamer  Prlnoaas  Charlotte  will  be  oper- 
ated for  aovaral  weeks  on  the  triangular 
route  between  Victoria.  Vancouver  and 
Seattle.  Throughout  the  Winter,  the 
i-'rlnc«aa  Charlotte  haa  been  tied  up  in 
the  Inner  Harbor,  but  aba  haa  now  left 
her  moorings  to  prepare  for  a  strenu- 
ous season.  At  the  present  time  the 
big  three-funnel  steamer  is  on  the 
stocks  in  the  Ksqulmalt  graving  basin 
having  her  hull   scraped  and  painted.

FORMER  GERMAN  SHIP 


MONTREAL,  May  9— Another  priia 
of  war  taken  from  the  Germans  entered 
this  port  on  Monday.  She  was  the 
>Yankenfels,  built  a  few  months  be- 
fore war  broke  out.  She  ia  of  the 
Icrgeat  type,  equipped  with  electric 
light  and  wireless. 

She  was  seised  in  Calcutta  about 
eighteen  months  ago.  She  is  the  prop- 
el ty  of  the  British  crown,  and  Is  paint- 
ed the  battle  grey  of  a  ship  of  war  and 
carriea  a  gun  heavy  enough  to  ward  off 
attacks  of  any  German  raider  roving 
the  Atlantic.  She  retains  her  name,  but 
travels  under  an  Admiralty  number. 
She  was  built  in  19H.  la  5,834  tons 
gross,  and  can  carry  10,000  tons  of 
cargo. 

tdike  tonnage  is  now  filling  up  the 
unloading  grain  wharves  along  the 
TV'aterfront.

Such  was  the  preparedness  of  the 
trade  for  the  Oovernment  report  that 
prices  were  in  a  position  to  respond  to 
any  feature.  There  was  a  fair  lot  of 
profit-taking,  which  was  evident  on  all 
bulges  and  tended  to  limit  the  Increase. 
However,  professional  trading  was  not 
so  much  in  evidence  and  this  w«i 
shown  by  the  steadiness  at  the  close.

NKW  TORK.  May  8.— Por  want  of 
more  definite  or  specific  reasons,  the 
uncertain  trend  and  professional  tone  of 
tooay'a  market  were  accepted  aa  the 
logKal  outcome  of  recent  events.  Waah- 
ington'o  reply  to  tba  German  note 
seemed  to  have  been  fully  diaoounted, 
but  the  ahlfting  pbaaas  of  oondttlonain 
Mexloo  ware  again  raflactad  in  the  com- 
parative heaviness  of  the  Mexican  Is- 
auea. 

War  atoeka  followed  a  mora  consist- 
ent course,  in  that  they  displayed 
greater  weakness  with  the  spread  of 
the  paaoa  rumora.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
theaa  rumora  appeared  to  originate 
largely  from  intereated  sources.  Includ- 
ing what  Is  known  aa  holdout  bulls. 
Ceruinly  tba  International  list  gave  no 
hint  of  momentous  proceedings  abroad, 
and  tbs  foralgn  sxchange  markets  gave 
no  intimations  of  approaching  change. 

The  most  helpful  of  the  constructive 
signs  was  furnished  by  tha  railways, 
nhloh  figured  to  a  greater  extent  than 
ordinarily  in  the  day'a  operations.  Union 
Pacific  waa  foremost  among  the  stan- 
dard aharaa,  recording  a  maximum  gain 
of  2%  points,  with  lesser  gains  for  St. 
Paut  C.  P.  R..  Reading,  and  Lehigh 
Valley.  Low  priced  ralla,  more  eai>e- 
cially  Rock  Island  and  some  of  the  is- 
sues which  once  formed  parts  of  the 
Gould  system,  were  in  great  demand. 
Later.  Rock  Island  rose  4.  to  22%,  Its 
tMst  quotation  for  aomatinne.  Renewal 
of  the  activity  in  theae  long  dormant 
atocks  waa  made  the  occaalon  of  much 
conjecture    and    gossip. 

Shipping  shares  again  divided  hon- 
ors with  the  automobile  group.  Mercan- 
tile Marines  and  United  Fruit,  auggeat- 
ing  further  accumulation  by  aubatantlai 
gains,  with  higher  quotations  for  Max- 
well, Studebaker,  and  United  States 
Rubber.  Tha  motors  fell  away  laUr  on 
failure  of  Maxwell  directors  to  act  on 
the  common  and  second  preferred  divi- 
dends. 

Fiuotuationa  in  I'nited  States  Steel 
were  narrow  most  of  the  day  on  re- 
duced   offeringa. 

Bethlehem  Steel  on  a  single  sale  fell 
18  points,  to  446.  Weakness  of  the 
Ignited  Railways  Invaatment  common 
and  preferred  made  thoae  the  feature 
Of  the  utilities  group.  Total  sales  of 
stock  were  726,000  shares. 

Bonds  in  general  were  Irregular,  but 
Rock  laland  Issues,  notably  the  deben- 
tures, were  strong.  ToUl  sales,  par 
value.  83.640.000.  United  States  bonds 
wsre  unchanged  on  call.

Library  Work  In  New  Parlia- 
ment Additions  Done  at 
Many  Thousands  Less  Than 
Originally  Proposed. 


Despite  the  fact  that  It  wm  ahown 
that  in  Xettlnc  the  contract  to  Colonel 
Ansue  for  the  ecaffllota  work  in  the  lll>- 
rary  at  the  Parliament  BulMinsa.  a 
Mtep  Uken  upon  hie  ■ayseation.  and 
thereby  there  wa«  saved  to  the  Province 
about  144.000,  Mr.  M.  A.  Maodonald.  at 
yeeterday'e  aeealon  or  the  Public  Ac> 
counts  committee,  protested  loud  and 
lone  acainst  the  action  of  the  Oovcrn* 
ment  in  having  allowed  tha  work  to  be 
let  without  tenders  beins  called  for. 
Colonel  Ansus  testified  that  it  waa  ha 
who  had  shown  the  architect,  Mr.  Rat- 
tenbury,  how  the  savins  could  ba 
made,  and  he  felt  that  that  was  why 
he  was  vlven  tha  work. 

A  mystery  which  has  been  baffllnv 
the  committee  waa  also  explained.  Re- 
cently Mr.  Macdonald  urced  upon  the 
committee  that  William  Scutt.  of  Se- 
attle, the  man  who  did  the  work  under 
Colonel  Ansus,  should  ba  broufht  over 
here  to  testify  before  the  committee. 
The  secretary  of  the  committee,  Mr.  J. 
A.  Fraser,  wired  and  also  telephoned  to 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Ray,  Coblents  A  Co., 
of  Seattle,  with  which  Soutt  was  em- 
ployed, but  the  reply  came  back  that 
Scutt  had  left  for  Montana. 

Mr.  Macdonald  yesterday  admitted 
that  recently  he  had  been  in  Seattle 
and  had  Inquired  at  the  firm's  premises 
for  Mr.  Scutt  He  did  not  say  he  had 
seen  the  latter  but,  members  of  the 
committee  opined,  Mr.  Scutt's  departure 
for  the  Bast  followed  closely  the  visit 
from  the  member  for  Vancouver.  Col- 
onel Angus  declared  that  Mr.  Macdon- 
ald's  visit  was  one  of  the  reasons  why 
Scutt  had  refused  to  come  across  to 
-Victoria,  and   Mr.   H.   B.  ^Thomson  sur-

anxious  to  secure  hie  presence  here,  It 
should  have  been  easy  seeing  that  Scutt 
was  evidently  a  witness  for  the  Opposi- 
tion. 

In  the  examination  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Mac- 
donald, general  contractor  on  the  new 
wings  to  the  Parliament  Buildings,  it 
was  disclosed  that  when  Mr.  Macdonald 
had  stated  the  tender  submitted  by 
Messrs.  Fraser  A  Webber  for  excavation 
work  was.  $14,000  he  ha^  confused  the 
yardage  witli  the  price.  The  amount 
he  had  paid  on  that  contract  was 
$9,71  S,  and  the  yardage  removed  was 
about  14,000  yards.  Extras  had  brought 
the  cost  of  the  work  higher,  but  those 
extras  had   been   properly  Incurred. 

The  Investigation  will  be  resumed  to- 
morrow morning. 

'»it  SaTiar  aCaeiaa 
Lieut-Col.  Angus  tentlflcd  he  had  the 
contract   for  the  soagllola  work   In   the 
library  of  the  Parliament  Buildings.   It 
covered    the     eight     columns.      In     the 
original    speclfloations    $30,000    was     al- 
lowed for  the  eight  monolithic  columns, 
each  to  be  one  piece  of  marble,  and  not 
In  Blabs.     At  the  time  tha  spaclflcationa 
were  made,  but  before  the  contract  waa 
let.    witness    had    discussed    the    matter 
with     Mr.    Rattenbury,      the     architect, 
suggesting    that   Instead    of     the     solid 
monolithic    work    there    should    be    sub- 
stituted   the    Bcagliola    work,    but      the 
architect   did   not   appear   to    favor   the 
plan,    owing'  to    preylous    failures    with 
that    class    of   material.      Witness    had 
never  had  any  dealings  with  anyone  but 
Mr.    Rattenbury.      The    latter    went    to 
Kngland   at    that    time,    and    witneas   In 
the  meantime  went   to  considerable  ex- 
pense In  getting  tenders  on  the  marble 
oolumna  as  called   for   In   tha  speclHca- 
tions.    Tha  best  price  that  could  be  ae- 
cured  waa  $64,000  or  $6S,000  for  the  eight 
columns   alone.  The   weight  of  each.   In 
marble,  would  have  been   $30   tons. 

Llaut-Col.  Angus  explained  that 
whereas  the  marble  columns  would  be 
solid,  the  scagliola  work  consisted  of  a 
steel  frame  upon  a  cement  base  and  on 
the  outside  the  imitation  material 
which  Is  called  scagliola.  After  Mr. 
Rattenbury  returned  from  Bngland  he 
was  more  favorably  Inclined  to  con- 
sider scagliola  work  and  he  suggested  to 
witness  that  a  sample  column  might  ba 
made  to  ascertain  Its  fitness  for  th^ 
work.  A  full  slaed  column  was  made. 
Mr.  II.  B.  Thomson — The  sample  waa 
accepted?

Mr.  M.^A.  Macdonald  asked  If  there 
waa  any  rcaaon  why  tha  Government 
ahould  not  have  let  the  contract  direct 
to  a  person  accustomed  to  perform,  that 
class  of  work,  thus  eliminating  a  mid- 
dleman's profits. 

Witness:  The  treasury  saved  $40,000 
to  $46,000  by  reason  of  my  bringing  the 
idea  of  scagliola  work  to  the  attention 
of   the  architect. 

Mr.  Macdonald  preaaed  for  a  reply  to 
hla  question  as  to  the  amount  witness 
paid  to  Scutt.  but  witness  again  refused 
to  give  it.  and  there  was  an  appeal  to 
the  chairman  to  force  witness  to  an- 
awer.

laaa  and  aoma.  ha  thought,  to  tha 
Outer  Wharf.  He  had  put  In  a  hid  of 
ooa  dollar  a  yard  for  thla  work,  but 
gave  It  to  rraser  ft  Webber  at  the  aama 
price.  He  did  not  get  any  percantaga 
on  that  sub-contract  work. 

Mr.    Mackay — Was    that   prtca   an   ex> 
eeaslve  one? 

No,  It  was  not. 

Witness  waa  questioned  at  length  aa 
to  the  mysteries  of  the  excavation  of 
top  soil.  He  said  that  In  order  to  pro- 
vide for  the  piling  of  the  top  aoll  all 
the  grounds  at  the  rear  of  the  buildinga  i 
had  to  be  cleared  off.  At  soma  placea 
the  level  of  the  grounds  was  raised  { 
three  and  four  feet. 

Mr.  Macdonald — Were  you  In  with 
Fraser   in  any  other  deal? 

I  was  Interested  with  him  In  a  land 
deal  up  country. 

Mr.  Mackay— Ton  told  us  Mr.  Fraser 
agreed  to  meet  the  lowest  price  put  In. 

Yes,  but  a  w«ek  after  he  started  I 
could  see  he  was  losing  money.  Bad 
weather  required  a  lot  of  pumping; 
they  lost  a  valuable  horse  and  several 
wagons. 

Mr.  Mackay — They  did  not  make  any 
money? 

No,  they  lost  money. 

What  were  the  prices  in  Vancouver 
for  excavating? 

It  depended  on  the  length  of  haul, 
from  $1  to  $1.76  a  yard.

Wrecked  and  Abandoned, 
Now  on  Voyage  From  New- 
castle to  Golden  Gate. 


According  to  beUted  cable  advicea 
from  Auatralia.  the  British  schooner 
Coqultlam  City  aaUed  from  NewcaaUe. 
K  s.  W..  on  April  S«  for  San  Franclaco. 

The  Coqultlam  City  la  none  other 
than  the  same  vessel  which  haa  been 
dogged  by  misfortune  ever  since  she 
left  the  Fraaer  River  some  two  years 
ago  on  her  maiden  voyage  to  the  Antl- 
>odes.  She  was  the  first  large  offshore 
sailing  vessel  to  be  built  in  British  Col- 
umbia, having  baen  constructed  at  Co- 
qultlam City,  at  the  Junction  of  the 
Pitt  and  Fraser.  She  carried  lumber  to 
Brisbane  After  putting  to  sea  again, 
she  became  disabled,  and  In  a  logged 
condlUon  was  beached  In  the  river  near 
Brisbane.  A  few  thousand  dollars  have 
baen  expended  on  her,  and  the  vesael  is 
again  in  a  s«aworthy  condition.

Mr.  Macdonald  made  another  request 
for  the  letter  the  witness  wrote  to  the 
Attorney-Oeneral  and  which  was  asked 
for  at  a  previous  session  but  which 
witness  had  refused  to  produce  and  was 
upheld  by  the  committee. 

Witness  refused  to  produce  It,  declar- 
ing that  80  far  as  the  Government  was 
concerned   there   was   nothing  wrong.

There 
was  $2,400  for  extra  corridor  doors, 
screens,  etc.  A  hardware  contract  for 
$$,710,  charged  up  in  the  extras,  waa 
given  to  the  Hickman  Tye  Comiwny. 
The  architect  let  the  contract  for  tha 
hardware  and,  wlthess  thought,  he 
called  for  tenders.  Witness  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  buying  of  the  con- 
tract 

Mr.  Macdonald  referred  to  an  extra  of 
$8,000  odd  for  additional  plumbing  work 
in  lavatories,  and  witness  stated  this 
work  was  necessitated  by  an  additional 
story  in  one  of   the  wings. 

The  committee  adjourned  until  today. 
Mr.  Rattenbury,  the  architect,  and  Mr. 
George  Fraser.  of  the  former  firm  of 
Messrs.  Fraser  ft  Webber,  will  be  called.

The  American  steamer  Republic,  for- 
merly the  German  steamer  Walkure. 
and  but  recently  raised  from  the  bot- 
tom of  Papeete  Harbor,  Tahiti,  touched 
ofr  here  to  pick  up  a  pilot  early  yester- 
day morning,  bound  from  San  Francisco 
to  Vancouver  to  load  for  Vladivostok. 
The  Republic,  it  is  reported,  has  been 
sold  to  Kastern  interests  for  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000.  but  will  make  tha 
voyage  to  the  Orient  under  charter  to 
the  Robert  Dollar  Company,  before  be- 
ing turned  over  to  her  new  owners. 

The  San  Francisco  firm  of  Sudden  ft 
Chrlstensen  purchased  the  Walkure 
from  the  French  Government  for  $2!«,. 
000,  with  the  stipulation  that  the  pur- 
chasers raise  the  vessel,  as  she  was 
considered  a  menace  to  navigation  in 
Papeete  Harbor.  To  perform  the  sal- 
vage work,  the  steamer  Chehalls  was 
chartered  and  equipped  with  all  tho 
necessary  apparatus  and  sent  down  to 
Papeete  with  a  competent  aalvage  crew 
In  charge  of  Capt  L,ebbus  Curtis,  sur- 
veyor for  the  &fM  Francisco  Board  of 
Marine  Underwriters,  and  to  Capt  Cu.-- 
tia  must  be  given  unstinted  praise  for 
the  successful  and  expeditious  manner 
In  which  this  dilRcult  work  was  accom- 
plished. 

The  salvaged  vessel,  under  tha  new 
name  of  Republic,  reached  San  Fran- 
cisco late  In  March,  and  she  was  dry- 
docked  for  overhauling  and  repalra  to 
fit  her  for  tl)e  transpacific  trade.  The 
Republic  1)1  a  steel  single-screw  turret- 
deck  steamer  of  >.4«a  tons  net  register, 
having  been  built  by  Wm.  Doxford  ft 
Sona  Ltd.  Bonderland.  Bngland,  in  1»07. 
She  is  $4*  feet  long.  4$  feet  beam  and 
$4  feet  deep. 


It  was  stated  yesterday  that  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  steamer  Princess  Ena  is 
now  on  her  return  transpaclHc  voyage, 
having  sailed  from  Vladivostok  with  a 
general  cargo  for  Seattle.  According  to 
previous  reports  tho  lltt'le  steamer,  fol- 
lowing the  discharge  of  her  outward 
cargo  at  Vladivostok,  was  to  have 
shifted  to  other  Oriental  ports  to  load 
for  the  return  trip,  but  apparently 
plenty  of  freight  at  good  rates  was  of- 
fering at  the  Siberian  port 

It  is  expected  that  CapUIn  Cooper 
will  again  traverse  the  extreme  north- 
erly route  In  making  his  way  back  to 
this  coaat,  probably  touching  at  Dutch 
Harbor  for  coal  before  continuing  to 
Seattle.  The  Princess  Kna  is  expected 
to  complete  the  voyage  early  next 
month.

DULUTH,  Minn.,  May  9— A  graphic 
story  of  the  loss  of  the  steamer  8.  R. 
KIrby,  which  broke  In  two  In  a  L,ake 
Huperlor  gale,  yesterday,  and  sank  with 
twenty  of  her  crew,  was  told  here  to- 
day. The  steamer  broke  In  two  with- 
out a  moment's  warning,  according  to 
Second  Mate  Joseph  Mundra,  one  of  the 
two  men  rescued.  Capt.  David  Ger- 
ardln  sank  with  his  ship. 

"The  ship  went  down  with  such 
rapidity  that  1  could  scarcely  believe 
my  eyes,"  said  Mundra:  "Un  less  than 
three  minutes  the  cabins  were  flooded 
and  rafts  were  afloat  The  water  be- 
came red  from  contact  with  the  ore  in 
the  vessel  as  the  water  leaked  through 
the  sides  of  the  ship.  I  did  not  see 
any  of  the  men  come  up  out  of  the 
forecastle.  They  must  have  been  caught 
there.  The  doors  of  the  forecastle  must 
have  been  bent  out  of  shape  from  tha 
buckling  of  the  ahip  and  the  crew  waa 
caught."
